Insurance Commissioner Folk, of 
Tennessee, who la on hts way home 
from the conference of commissioners 
in the Equitable case, believes that the 
Investigation being made by the New 
York Insurance Department will reveal 
the real condition of affairs and that 
the policyholders will be benefited by 
ft. President Alexander holds that the 
surplus belongs to the policyholders 
and not the stockholders.

The teamsters* strike in Chicago is 
now In such a condition that the strik¬ 
ers must either surrender or call a gen¬ 
eral strike of all union men. Tho bus¬ 
iness men will increase their efforts to 
bring the strikers to terms, and will 
double their forces of nonunion men. 
The Deputy Sheriffs and police who will 
accompany the 1,000 strikebreakers to¬ 
day have orders to shoot to kill if any 
further attempt at disorder Is made. 

President Roosevelt entertained at 
dinner at Glenwood Springs yesterday 
his companions on the three weeks’ 
hunt.

Report That Rojestvensky Has Been 
Ordered to Depart From

OWING TO SECOND PROTEST. 


London, May 8.-—A dispatch to the 
Daily Mall, dated Labuan, British 
Borneo, May 6. says: 

"The steamer Chiengmai reports that 
Friday night she passed a fleet of wor¬ 
ships and other veasels off the Man- 
tanunl Islands, northwest of Borneo. 
The worships apparently were coaling.'*

fleet sighted was a large one In two 
divisions, showing lights, but station¬ 
ary, and with the appearance of being 
engaged in coaling.

HYDE. 


FIXED INCOME FOR' STOCK, 


Also Takes Occasion to Deny the 
Rumor That He Is to 
Resign. 


OPEN LETTER IS ISSUED. 


New* York. May 7.—Jmmos W. Alex¬ 
ander. president of the Equitable Life 
Assurance Society to-night mad* public 
a letter written by him to Edward A. 
Woods, manager of the society at Pitts¬ 
burg, in which he asserts that the sur¬ 
plus of the society is held for the ex¬ 
clusive benefit of its policyholders ami 
not the holders of the stock. Mr. Alex¬ 
ander also takes occasion in the letter 
to deny the rumors that he wifi resign. 
The letter was written under date of 
yesterday in reply to a request from 
Mr. Woods for a confirmation of certain 
official statements made by the Equit¬ 
able Society regarding "the mutual 
plan of the business and the excluetv^e 
ownership of the policy holders of the 
surplus." 

Mr. Alexander says in purt: 

"1 recognize that for the benefit of 
prroent and future policyholders of the 
r*>drty ‘there •lmu.d be at this tan* some 
clear and unequivocal expro*»iou on t«y» 
subject, and without reviewing all the 
•uclety'a rtatemen ts on this subject 1 con¬ 
sider that there can bo no dvubt as to 
three faults: First, that the buetnees of 
fho »ocdety h«* boon conducted in ac¬ 
cordance with It© ctbarter sloco tho date 
of its org»urizatJon on the mutual plan, 
eecmwl. that the profits of the society 
have been accumulated for its nollcy- 
hoSiknv and. third. ti*at the surplus of 
the sucietv is held for t.ya exclusive bene¬ 
fit of Us policyholder*. I do not recall 
any serious qu^stton haring ov<«r arisen 
on these points unttt recently, When a 
claim has been put f< rward on behalf of 
tho steck which is at var.ance wntn tlvc 
taroM of the **clety * charter, che uni¬ 
form course of Its business ami sll Us 
official and unofficial statements and rep- 
rt-*i«-ntiaionH. Tit la is not merely my own 
uuUervtai djtg and opinion, but is con¬ 
firmed by Mr. Van dse, who, as you 
know. huj» been in the scrvjoe of the s«v- 
doty for nearly forty y«u*, moat of t>bc 
time us Us actuary.

They should set at rest all doubt© 
and quiet an agitation which .«lu>uld 
never have risen, und ts naturally dis¬ 
turbing to the sockty’s polIcyholdera 
and a gents," 

He goes on to any: 

No greater emph>>is could be given to 
tho fact that the Equitable Life Assur¬ 
ance Society Ik really ;j mutual Ilf#* Insur¬ 
ance company. In which the lnt**rr d* and 
rights of the policyholders tiro roc.jgnljwd 
as paramount, than the success of the 
recent effort to confer upon the policy¬ 
holders the right of electing a majority 
of the society *» direr tot*.

Columbus, O., May 7.—The Rev. 
Washington Gladden, pastor of the 
First Congregational church, to-day 
distributed among the members of his 
congregation copies of his recent ad¬ 
dress to the Congregational ministers 
at Boston, protesting against the ac¬ 
ceptance of Mr. Rockefeller’s gift to 
the American Board of Missions, and 
commented thereon.

Further he said: 

"If this protest has any significance 
it Is Its determination to put the stamp 
of approval upon lawful and honorable 
business and to put the stamp of dis¬ 
approval upon lawless and dishonorable 
business. It is a declaration that the 
time has come when the lines must 
be drawn by business men themselves 
) between trade and commercial piracy. 

l think that nobody in this country is 
1 so much Interested In having this line 
drawn us the honest business men. It 
; is their buttle we are fighting. There U 
u. tendency to lump them all together— 
to say that they are all alike. If you 
make the people of this country believe 
that your good business and your bad 
business will go down together In a 
common condemnation and ruin."

Duke, of this city, are with him. Mr. 
Dukes fortune is estimated at severul 
millions.

John Goff. Brick Walls, Jack Fry and 
G. M. Sprague, Courier Elmer Chap¬ 
man and Secretary Loeb. 

In describing the function, Chapman 
said: 

"We sat Just ns w*e did in comp. Mr. 
Loeb w'os the only dude at the party. 
You reporter fellows ought to have 
been there. You could have got all 
kind© of pieces for your papers." 

Other members of the hunt said the 
party talked over the events of the 
three weeks and hod a good time gen¬ 
erally. Needless to say It was a dinner 
none will forget /Hie President was at 
his best. He was entirely rested and 
had Just come In from two or three 
hours' drive through the woods, where 
the President went to study Colorado 
birds. Mr. Stewart, his companion on 
tho drive, ,1s a naturalist who knows 
every bird In the mountains and can 
tell Its habits and imitate its calls.

The dinner was served in a private 
dining room of the Hotel Colorado. The 
guests were dressed much as they were 
In the mountains. FHannel shirts were 
the rule, although the guide© did dis¬ 
card their caps and laid away their 
guns. The President and Mr. Loeb wor* 
their frocks, und Dr. Lambert and Dr. 
Stewart were in plain business suits, 
os they have not yet received their 
dress clothes. Some of the stories told 
at the dinner later went Into private 
circulation, but It wus understood they 
were not to be i rinted and the wishes 
«»f the President will be respected. It 
can be ©aid, however, that they relaied 
entirely to Incidents connected with the 
hunt. 

Following his usual custom, the Pres¬ 
ident spent a quiet Sunduy. Three 
weeks ago the rail roads planned to run 
excursions Into the Springs to-day, but 
the plan W’ns discouraged by Seerernry 
Loeb. who announced that no pro¬ 
gramme would be permitted which call¬ 
ed for an address by the President. In 
©pile of that fact large numbers of 
persons came in by every train, and 
rather than disappoint them Mr Roose¬ 
velt stepped out on the second floor 
balcony of the hotel after luncheon and 
spoke briefly. He said:

Talks to Visitors. 

"I did not anticipate haring the 
pleasure of meeting you to-dav, and as 
it is ’Sunday I am not going to try to 
make a speech to you. I shall merely 
say how greatly I am enjoying my visit 
to this beautiful State. I wish that In 
the last week up in the mountains there 
had been n little more weather like ttils 
If there had been I think we would 
have gone about two bears better. But 
still, ns we got ten. I do not think we 
have any right to complain. I am sure 
I need not tell you how much 1 have 
enjoyed my holiday here." 

The President's party was up early 
to-day. After breukfast a limited 
amount of moll was gotten out of the 
way, and then the party went to the 
Presbyterian church. An Invitation to 
the President and his party was ex¬ 
tended yesterday by the Rev. J. Wilson 
Furren and was accepted. Ju©t »© the 
party wan about to leave the hotel 
photographers requested a witting that 
would Include every member of the par¬ 
ty. f’hulrs were grouped on the lawn 
in front of the veranda. As soon as it 
was over the President led off at a 
brisk walk, which brought the party to 
the little church ten minutes biter, all 
out of breath except Mr. Roosevelt. He 
seemed to enjoy the walk. Along the 
street he was cheered, and he respond¬ 
ed by lifting hi© hat frequently, patting 
children on the head and bowing to 
their parents. 

In front of the church the Sunday- 
school children stood In open formation, 
and as the party passed through the 
little folks sang. The church was 
crow ded, and hundreds of person© Btood 
outside as near the open windows as 
possible. 

The Rev. Mr. Ourren preached on the 
subject of the responsibility of the 
Christian Church. He made no refer¬ 
ence to the distinguished visitor except 
In his prayer, when he asked that the 
President be given the strength to car¬ 
ry on the duties of his office. The con¬ 
gregation remained standing until after 
the presidential party departed.

DEFENSE WOULD BEING POW¬ 
ERS TO LONDON 


FOR IMMEDIATE TRIAL 


Motion to That Effect Will Be Made 
Before Judge Cochran 
To-day. 


London, Ky.. May 7.—tSpecial.]—A 
motion will be made by the attorney© 
for Caleb Powers here in tho United 
States Circuit Court to-morrow morn¬ 
ing at 9 o’clock to have the case trans¬ 
ferred from the Scott Circuit Court to 
the Federal District Court for the East¬ 
ern district of Kentucky, wrhich con¬ 
venes here to-morrow. It will be con¬ 
tended that the court shall take Juris¬ 
diction of the case for two reasons. 
One Is that they claim that the United 
State* Government, through the At¬ 
torney General and Postmaster General, 
recognized W. 8. Tnylor as Governor 
at the time Powers’ pardon was issued; 
and. second, that Powrers* constitution¬ 
al rights have been violated In his for¬ 
mer trials. # 

A writ of habeas corpus cum causa 
w*ill be asked for. demanding that Pow¬ 
ers Immediately be brought here for 
trial. Powers’ attorneys already here 
are ex-Gov. Yates, of Springfield, 
I1L; United States District Attorney R. 
D. Hill, of Louisville; H. C. Howard, of 
Pari©, and Coi. D. K. Rnwllngs, a 
brother-in-law of Powers, of London. C. 
J. Doyle, of Greenfield. Ill., who first 
became interested In Powers’ behalf 
and ufterward Interested Gov. Yates in 
the matter. Is also here, but Is ill. 

In case the motion Is sustained ex- 
Gov. Frank 8. Black, of New York, will 
come and Join in the defense of the 
case. J. C. Sims, of Bowling Green, 
will be here on the early morning truln 
to assist In the defense. Attorney Gen¬ 
eral N. B. Hays and C. J. Bronston, of 
Lexington, ore here for the purpose of 
resisting the motion on behalf of the 
Commonwealth. Judge Cochran and 
District Attorney Tinsley are expected 
to arrive to-night.

MUST SUEBENDEB OB CALL A 
GENERAL STRIKE. 


STRIKEBREAKERS REDOUBLED 


With Armed Guards Ordered to Shoot 
to Kill 1,000 Men Will 
Set Out 


SUNDAY PASSED IN QUIET. 


Chicago, May 7.—Thl© week will eith¬ 
er bring an end to the teamsters’ strike 
In Chicago or else one of the worBt 
industrial upheavals in tho history of 
the city. The present trouble, which 
has lasted for two weeks, has reached 
a point w’her© the business men Involv¬ 
ed in the difficulty appear to have gain¬ 
ed a decided advantage, and the team¬ 
sters appear now to be In a position 
where they must either yield or decide 
to extend the strike by calling out 
thousands of other workmen engaged 
In affiliated unions. This the strike 
leader© up to the present time have re¬ 
frained from doing, while on the other 
hand the business men to-day* made 
preparations whkih. If carried out suc¬ 
cessfully to-morrow, would Indicate 
that the teamsters will be compelled to 
surrender or call on the other union© 
for osslstance. 

The Chicago Federation of Labor, the 
central body for all the union* in the 
city, met to-day, but took nd action 
looking to an extension of the trouble. 
A great deal of Incendiary talk was in¬ 
dulged in, but nothing definite was 
done, with the exception of adopting 
resolutions charging the Employers’ 
Association wtith conspiracy, and ask¬ 
ing that State’s Attorney Healy start 
an investigation of their business meth* 
ods. 

• • • 

To Double Their Force*. 


Commencing to-morrow morning tin 
business men will Increase their efforts 
to bring the strikers to terms. Ar¬ 
rangements have been made by ©very 
business house involved In the trouble 
to at least double its force of nonunion 
men during the day. To-night It waa 
©aid that all preparations had been 
made to itart out 1.0C0 wugou© to-mor¬ 
row morning manned by nonunion men. 
Each of these wagons will be guarded 
by deputy sheriffs or pol icemen, and 
each one of these men had received 
instructions from their superior officers 
to prevent disturbances of any kind 
whatever in the streets, such as were 
witnessed during last week. The In¬ 
structions to each of the deputy sher¬ 
iffs and each policeman are to use 
every peaceabte means in their power 
to quiet the rioters, but if this mean© 
proves unsuccessful, to use their re¬ 
volvers and to use them to kill. 

It Is not believed the guardians of th® 
wagon© will be called upon to u©e such 
strenuous measures to Insure the de¬ 
livery of merchandise by the non¬ 
union drivers, a© the strikers and their 
friends during yesterday showed little 
Inclination to clash with the deputy 
sheriffs or the policemen. 

• • • 

Express Companies Operating. 


To-dny the seven express companies 
made deliveries in all paris of the city. 
Each of the wagons carried two armed 
mtsrds. nnd In not a single Instance, it 
was asserted to-night, had any of the 
wagons met with opposition. During 
the meeting of the Federation of Labor 
several of these wagon© passed and re¬ 
passed unmolested, in plain view of th® 
labor men attending the meeting. 

During the day several of the Arms 
Involved in the ©trike succeeded In re¬ 
plenishing their coal supplies, which In 
many cases had dwindled down to near¬ 
ly nothing. All these coal wagons were 
driven by nonunion teamsters, but no 
opposition was met with on the part of 
the strikers und their friend©. Tills 
was rather an agreeable surprise to the 
employers, who had anticipated trouble, 
and is pointed out by them a© an Indi¬ 
cation that the strikers are losing heart 
and are about ready to surreuder.

Employers to Aid Inquiry. 


Newport New©, Va.. May 7.— First 
Lieut. Moseft R. Ross, of the Artilleiy 
Corps, stationed at Fort Monroe, was 
drowned In the moat at that post early 
to-day. He wax riding a bicycle along 
the cement walk which skirts the moat, 
when the chain broke, precipitating him 
into the water. Ll**ut. Ross was tweri- 
ty-flve years of age. a native of Penn¬ 
sylvania and a graduate of tVashlngt°n 
and Jefferson College. He was with the 
volunteer army I n the war with Spain. 

Alleged Counterfeiters Caught. 

Portsmouth. Va.. May 7.—After a vig¬ 
orous chase thnt led throughout the 
Atlantic coast cities. Secret Service 
Officer T. K. Land, of Boston, to-day 
arrested Thomas Brewst»*r, Charl a »« 
Fairbanks and Robert Slack, all of 
Sun Francisco, chnrgrd with extensive 
counterfeiting operations. The trio 
were located in Key West, Fla., but 
succeeded In eluding arrest until they 
reached here. The Secret Service officer 
also secured 19,000 In counterfeit money. 


The Employers’ Association, through 
their chief counsel. Levy Mayer, an¬ 
nounced to-night that they would do 
everything In their power to assist the 
committee appointed yesterday by 
Mayor Dunne to Investigate the causes 
of the strike. Charges of consplracj* 
by both sides Is the reason given by 
Mayor Dunne for the appointment of 
the Investigating committee.

mit tee in every manner possible to 
bring to light all the facts concerning 
the difficulty.

NO STONE LEFT UNTURNED. 


Lexington. Ky.. May 7.—[Special.]— 
The action of the Jury which sat on 
the case of James Hargis, has been 
freely discussed throughout the city to¬ 
day. and many and vuried are the 
opinions regarding the action of the 
twelve men. The statement was made 
by one of the attorneys In the case to¬ 
day that lie hardly thought the in¬ 
structions of the court luid anything 
to. do with the failure of the Jury to 
roach a verdict, but one of the men 
who wos a member of the Jury, but 
who refused to permit his name to be 
used, said that several of the Jury, he 
among the number, had refused to vote 
for n conviction because the instruc¬ 
tions of the court did not cover the 
clause of accessory before the fact. He 
said that under the circumstances he 
felt that he must of necessity vote for 
acquittal. 

It was the general opinion here from 
the very beginning of the trial that It 
would be impossible to secure a con¬ 
viction of Hargi.-. no matter how strong 
the proof against him might have been, 
on account of the politics Injected into 
the case by a certain element in this 
city and county, who hove worked hard 
In the defense of the Breathitt county 
men since they were first arrested and 
placed In Jail in this county. 

No other prisoner ever In the custody 
of the Jailer of this county was ever 
given the privileges enjoyed by Judge 
Hargis, and at ull times during his trial 
he was permitted to remain in the cor¬ 
ridor of the courthouse during recesses 
of the court and before and after court 
to talk to his friends and witnesses In 
the case. 

• • • 

Flans Are Uncertain. 


Commonwealth's Attorney Allen Bald 
to-day that he could not tell yet wheth¬ 
er there would be on attempt to change 
the Indictments against James Hargis 
and those Jointly indicted with him. 
He said it might bo proved that Judge 
Parker's ruling in regard to the elimi¬ 
nation of the accessory before the fact 
charge was not In conformity with the 
law, and 6ald that no action would be 
taken until this fact had been thor¬ 
oughly Investigated. 

Many of the most prominent lawyers 
at the local bar said to-day that they 
did not believe the trial Just concluded 
would prevent the Commonwealth from 
finding another Indictment against 
James Hargis. It Is argued that as the 
Jury failed to reach a Verdict It leaves 
the case Just where It was before the 
trial was entered Into, and that this 
fact mokes It possible for another In¬ 
dictment, charging Hargis with being 
an accessory before the fact. 

• • • 

Pleased All Around. 


While the Hargises and their friends 
express themselves as more than well 
pleased with the result of the first trial 
of James Hargis, the attorneys for the 
Commonwealth and those deeply Inter¬ 
ested In the prosecution are equally as 
well pleased with the results, and be¬ 
lieve that the fact that two men held 
out for conviction, even in the face of 
such odds as have been brought to 
bear, others will now awaken to 
the fact that the Influence supposed to 
be wielded by the mountain prisoners 
will not be so much in evidence during 
the forthcoming triala 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Allen says 
he is willing to again enter Into the 
trial of James Hargis at once or to 
try one of the others Jointly indicted 
with him. and believes that he will be 
able to secure a conviction of any one 
or all of the men. 

He stated to-day that the evidence 
presented to the Jury by the Common¬ 
wealth during the trial Just ended was 
about the strongest he has ever intro¬ 
duced before a Jury In th*i Fayette Cir¬ 
cuit Court, and while he believes every 
man who ?.it on that Jury whs 
thoroughly honest nnd reliable, he feels 
that they were prejudiced to a degree 
fn favor of the defendant.

stead of a wealthy and Influential poli¬ 
tician.

Worked Hard For His Cause. 

Since being admitted to b^il by Judge 
Parker, Alex. Hnrgls has spent most of 
his time in this city in an effort to 
win the sympathy of the public to the 
cause of himself and those Jointly In¬ 
dicted with him, and during the past 
few weeks he has left nothing undone 
by which the feeling could be changed. 
If word would be brought to him by 
some one of the many whom he hna 
had working in his Interest that a per¬ 
son In business In a remote part of the 
town had expressed himself as hostile 
to the Hargises, Alex. Hargis would 
get together a number of his friends 
and go to the place of business of the 
particular person, and after making one 
or more purchases, would Introduce 
himself, and by persuasion try to win 
the owner over to his side. 

Alex. Hnrgls said he did not think it 
possible now for twelve men to b* 
found In this county who would vote 
for a conviction for any of the men 
under Indictment, and said he believed 
public sentiment had changed In favor 
of the Hargises and Callahan. Alex. 
Hargis would not express an opinion 
as to what course would be taken by 
Judge Parker regarding the question 
of bail for James Hargis, but wo* free 
to express the opinion that no convic¬ 
tion would ever be made In any of the 
trlals'of either of the Hargises or Cal¬ 
lahan.

Reau E, Folk. Insurance Comrolwlmer 
of Tennessee, pa&sed through Washing¬ 
ton this morning en route home from 
New York, where iMt week he attend¬ 
ed the conference participated In by II 
R. Prewitt, of Kentucky, and other 
State IrMSummoe Commissioners, rela¬ 
tive to the aifaJrs of th* Equitable Life 
Assurance Society, 

Mr. Folk says the conference of the 
Commissioners resulted In the accom¬ 
plishment of the purpote for which It 
was ontled, to the end of a definite 
agreement as to when the public will 
receive the report of the Investigation 
of the management of the Equitable 
now in progress. This report la prom¬ 
ised the State Convmlflsioncrs l»y lhe 
middle of Juno. 

“I feel sure,** said Mr. Folk, “that It 
is the purpose of Mr. Hendricks, the 
New York Skate Insurance Commis¬ 
sioner. to furnish in his report ths con¬ 
dition of things as he find* them, no 
matter who may bo hurt. It Is what 
The policyholders have the right to 
know, and that Is what the Insurance 
officers of the sevoral States have the 
right to expect on behalf of their pol¬ 
icyholders. If the report of the Inves¬ 
tigation should not be satisfactory, 
then other States will Join In and make 
an Investigation, 

“No question has b?en raised as to 
the solvency of the society. Nobody 
doubts that. Therefore, policyholders 
are safe so far as the guarantees on 
their policies are concerned. But I 
would not undertake to say that policy- 
liolden* will reorive as much dividends 
as they have been led to expect, or as 
much os they ore emit led to. That is 
one of the questions Involved In the 
present controversy. Any Irregularity 
of management whereby Inside syndi¬ 
cates profit out of SL^urltles sold to 
th4 society, or any extravagance of 
management, would serve to redu e 
the dividend earnings belonging to the 
policyholders. 

“1 do not doubt as a result of the 
pending investigation all s«uch objec¬ 
tionable things will cease, and that all 
inside syndicates will be forced to make 
restitution to the society of profits 
made out of securities sold to the so¬ 
ciety. 

• • • 

Question of the Surplus. 

“As to the contest for control between 
the Alexander and Hyde factions, no 
man can forecast the outcome. That 
la a matter largely with the courts. 
The question has also been raised In 
the court proceedings as to whether the 
surplus of the society belongs to the 
policyholders or to the stockholders. 
If ever any fund rightfully and moral¬ 
ly belonged to anybody that surplus of 
eighty millions belongs to the policy¬ 
holders, und I have no doubt that the 
courts will so hold. I asked Mr. Alex¬ 
ander to whom the surplus belonged. 
He replied there was no que«t!on in his 
mind that It rightfully be’onged to the 
policyholders. I asked the same ques¬ 
tion of Mr. Hyde. His answer w *s that 
it was for the court to decide, but he 
had always supposed It belonged to the 
policyholders. 

“I think," concluded Mr. Folk, ‘ that 
the visit of the State Insurance Com¬ 
missioner* was timely and resulted In 
much good. Not only we secured a 
definite ngreement for the report of the 
investigation, but wa obtained author¬ 
itative Information first-hand concern¬ 
ing the situation and Its latest develop¬ 
ments which we can give to the policy- 
holders of our States, In addition to 
that, our visit, I believe, had the effect 
of Impressing the officers of the com¬ 
pany with the flnet that the Insurance 
Commissioners of the country are 
watching things and will leave nothing 
undone to protect the policyholders In 
their respective Jurisdictions.!’ 

• • • 

Tobacco Trust Inquiry. 

Those interested In the prosecution 
of the Tobacco Trust contend that a 
long step forward has been taken in 
the action of Judge Lacoinbe. of New 
York, in Instructing witness** who 
have been summoned to testify, irre¬ 
spective of their excuses, as was the 
case with the witness, Hale, of the Mo 
Andrews & Forb<*s Company. The In¬ 
structions of Judge Lacombe in this 
case an? likely to influence other offi¬ 
cials of the trust. The Inquiry wll be re¬ 
sumed to-morrow morning, and it Is 
understood will last through the week. 
It Is thought that It wlU not be a great 
while before Mr. Taft will he able to 
tell the Department of Justice whether 
a strong enough case can he made 
against the trust for trial in the courts. 

Special Agent Gamer, who Is Investi¬ 
gating the Kentucky and Tennessee 
end. Is also expected to make a pre¬ 
liminary report to the department 
shortly. 

A new phase was added to the situa¬ 
tion to-duy by the announcement that 
the North Carolina Tobacco Growers* 
Association has decided to begin a fight 
on the Tobacco Trust similar to the one 
against the Standard Oil Company now 
being carried on In Kansas. It is said 
that $100,000 has been subscribed In 
North Carolina to begin work on two 
plants. •

Estlll county 
wells average about 120 feet In depth, 
and this Is the first de?p t«et for the 
ooumy. Two companies are pushing 
work in EMUl, but nothing has result¬ 
ed for a week. Wolfe county. In the 
upp r fields, is producing a gratifying 
amount of oil. and the Indication* are 
that more thorough development will 
take place In the future. No strikes 
have been made for a week. 

In the Tennessee fields about half a 
dozen operators are engaged In active 
wlrk. The drillers of the initial well In 
Wilson county have a fi»h!ng J^b at 900 
feet. No oil has yet been found.

Even na early us loot August resi¬ 
dent foreigners told friend* who hap¬ 
pened to be fa the country that If they 
had nothing particular to keep them 
there they had better not prolong their 
stay, while business men who had gone 
to spy out the land with a view to 
the investment of capital returned with 
the report that the dlshoneaty of the 
Government and Its hostility to for¬ 
eigner* were such o» to render any 
kind of foreign enterprlre In Venezuela 
unsafe. ; 

Since then every' returning traveler 
has brought a tale of discontent and 
unrest and a constant expectation of 
something going to happen. Tlr? popu¬ 
lar Impression over there was tlHM war 
with the United States wus likely to 
occur. 

During the wfiyter many orrtsts have 
been made on the charge of oompllclty 
In revohirioriary plots, and cltl 2 vn-» «nd 
foreigners have been harassed and an¬ 
noyed In numberlers wa^s. In Octol»^r. 
nVnonth after the adoption of o n?w 
school law modeled on that of France, 
forty of the few schools in the coun¬ 
try were closed for lack of funds to 
carry them on, and the number of 
teachers was reduced in the others. 

The customs regulation* huve be¬ 
come extremely enacting, both ns a 
safeguard egainst the Importation of 
arms onl ammimMlon and a* an aid 
to the depleted trenfnjiry of the nejoiblle. 
The Iat.vt enaotYrnervt In this depart¬ 
ment requires that every one leaving 
the country shall furnifh an inventory 
of the contents <K his or her trunks, 
and on returning shall be liable for 
duty on everything not contained in 
this Inventory'.

No Venezuelan 
Consol over learns any other language. 
By this time, probably, the steamer Is 
Jugm on the point of sailing, and an 
angry line of other passengers Is waft¬ 
ing for pnesws. !*ut the Consul never 
altera his leisurely Southern habits 
and laboriously write* out the docu¬ 
ment* In extf-noo. They never hive any 
forms. For this service he demands $2. 

Having paid that, the traveler makes 
a rush for 'the Steamship office. wh**re 
he exchanges amenities with the agent 
about Venezuelan customs. Then he 
rushes on board th? stesmer and 
thinks his stars a* the gangplank Is 
raised, that the boat files the Siars and 
Stripes. 

It te well, though, not to rejoice too 
soon. The “permeso" may turn out to 
be worthless after all. It being not un¬ 
common for travelers who think they 
have compiled with all the formalizes 
to find permHslon to enter the country 
refused.

The Glasgow cars are scrupulously 
clean and free from advertisements 
within ami without. Conductors and 
drivers one compelled to wear decent 
uniforms. 

Each pae^enger Is given a check 
showing the amount of fare he has 
paid, and’ he nm^t produce this check 
at any time the lmn»ecto.*s board the 
car, as they do at frequent Intervals 
and unexpected places. These checks 
are consecutively numbered and form 
the Scottkth substitute for a cash reg¬ 
ister.

Triuls By Juries. 


t Correspondence of the Associated Press.] 

St. Petersburg, April 15.—The follow¬ 
ing interesting article upon the present 
political situation in Russia was writ¬ 
ten for the Associated Press by one 
of the most prominent and active Lib¬ 
erals In the empire. He Is a large land¬ 
ed proprietor, a marshal of nobility, 
with a mansion In St, Petersburg, but 
distinctly a man of the provinces. He 
had a large share In drafting the fa¬ 
mous zemstvo memorial and his words 
will have added Interest when it Is 
stated that after “bloody Sunday” 
When the Liberals were talking of a 
provisional government his name was 
on every Up. Should there be a consti¬ 
tutional regime in Russia his nnme 

and fame will loom large: 

• * • 

Present Conditions. 

Writing of the present Russian po¬ 
litical movement from the standpoint 
of a Radical representative from the 
Interior of Russia, It Is necessary first 
to Indicate the historical conditions of 
the life of our country. In consequence 
of which our economic and social de¬ 
velopment are distinguished by great 
Irregularity, both as to time and to ex¬ 
tent 

Those districts which have remained 
furthest behind economically and so¬ 
cially are least Inclined to yield to the 
general political fermentation which is 
taking hold of the country. The cen¬ 
tral agricultural ’districts of Russia, 
Including the governments of Kaluga. 
Tula, Orel, Ryazan and Simbirsk, 
where serfdom was most pronounced, 
have yielded least to the destructive 
and creative forces of modern indus¬ 
trialism. But the whole extensive ter¬ 
ritory of the Volga basin, the North¬ 
west and Baltic provinces, the Ural 
districts and Poland, the whole South 
and the Caucasus—In a word, almost 
the whole great periphery of the coun¬ 
try except the distant and thinly pop¬ 
ulated borders—advanced In the last 
half of the Nineteenth century rapidly 
and decisively along the road of capi¬ 
talistic and Industrial development. 
Greater complexity of life was natural¬ 
ly accompanied by Increased..complex¬ 
ity of social relations, tliq grouping 
of classes, the concent ration of public 
forces and the deep stirring of political 
self-consciousness. Now only Central 1 
Russia, where exist practically only th<» 
two classes—the Inert and Ignorant 
peasantry and the nobility—true to the 
traditions of days of serfdom, hold 
aloof from the great political move¬ 
ment which has taken possession of 
the remainder of the country. 

In essence, the present political move¬ 
ment In Russia Is a fight of the ad¬ 
vanced classes of the people against the 
autocratic-bureaucratic governmental 
organization of the country. Having 
grown up and strengthened Itself upon 
th* condition of serfdom, the Russian 
bureaucracy has developed to the max¬ 
imum all the negative qualities which 
naturally Inhere In bureaucracy, and 
has become an all-powerful autocratic 
machine, everywhere opposed to the 
true Interest of the people. Neverthe¬ 
less, the development of the life of the 
people, the classes, with sharply-de¬ 
fined and mutally-antagonlstlc Inter¬ 
ests, has gone on. The rapid develop¬ 
ment of the mill and manufacturing 
industry, zealously protected and en¬ 
couraged by the Govern men t, has cre¬ 
ated an industrial bourgeoisie and pro¬ 
letariat. The capitalization of agricul¬ 
ture also created a strong land-owning 
class. The Government's protection of 
the manufacturing Industry was con¬ 
sidered harmful to agriculture, and 
•owed antagonism between the agri¬ 
cultural and industrial bourgeoisie. 
Nevertheless all classes. In spite of the 
mutual conflict of economic Interests, 
at the present moment have Joined hi 
a common endeavor to attain a great 
common purpose.'Representing the real 
creative forces of the country, they will 
no longer consent to political slavery. I 
They wish to transform themselves 
from mere servants of the bureaucracy 
—in whose hands they are as clay— Into 
true citizens, possessed of full political 
and civic rights.

Contest For Freedom. 

The tight for popular freedom from 
the yoke of absolutism has a deep root 
In Russian history. It has been waged 
for nearly 100 years, now burning 
bright In a moment of high effort, by 
the best and noblest forces of the na¬ 
tion, again dying out in the darkness 
of reaction. Its first pioneers, the De¬ 
cembrists. were bom of the national 
upheaval of the war of 1812. 

The triumphal march of the Russian 
army throughout nil Europe w’as a 
school of political education for the bsst 
and most cultured youth of the better 
class, who found themselves In the 
ranks of the officers. The “Liberators" 
of Europe saw with their own eye* all 
the tragedy of |h*ir own positions. 
They were called, not to liberate Eu¬ 
rope, but to restore the old order. They 
saw clearly that It win# not Europe 
which was in need of real liberty, but 
the Russian peopje, bowed beneath the 
y-lce of serfdom; tt.it Russia repre¬ 
sented in her governmental system the 
bulwark of popular poim caJ slavery.

Juridical reforms were carried out 
in their entirety. Juries were instituted 
and trials w re made public. The aca¬ 
demic life of the- higher school was 
tmnerfomved on rhe basis of autonomy 
of the pedagogical corporation. The 
press received a certain freedom. But 
the general governmental regime re¬ 
mained as before, autooraUc-bureau- 
cratic, and aJl partial reforms were 
thus deprived of guaranties of their 
perpetuation. The seventies already 
showed a retrograde movement of the 
Government. All the partial reforms 
realized underwent alteration. 

In th*;? beginning of the Nineteenth 
century. In the ranks of the advanced 
Intelligent classes, the representatives 
of the privileged clae?*:o. the nobility, 
predominated. But with the fall of 
serfdom the army of freedom began 
to Include the educated repivsentatives 
of all class**?—the so-called plebeian cul¬ 
tured clufts, many concentrating their 
strength. *in literature, which played 
such a prominent pirt In the move¬ 
ment tar freedom in the sixties. But 
the granting to the public of local self- 
government •'rented a general demand 
for intelligent pubWc worker* in all 
walks of life, and the plebeian cultured 
claes is thus gradually taking the place 
of the nobility In the ranks of the 
battlers for freedom. In no way bound 
to the lmted governing bureaucracy 
and animated by the bright Ideals of 
freedom and national happiness, the 
young Intelligent class sharply censur¬ 
ed the existing order, opting to It the 
Id ill of Socialistic society, worked out 
upon the theories of European Social¬ 
ists. The revolutionary movement 
sprang up. The revolution-ary party. 
“The People's Will," epread, fnd*«*vor- 
Ing by means of political conspiracy to 
free the people. 

The seventies, the epoch of the reac¬ 
tionary movement of the Government, 
were marked by an heroic fight of the 
first revolutionaries. The movement ter¬ 
minated with the catastrophe of March 
1 1SS1 (assassination of Alexander II). 
Hut then the peasantry was obscure 
nnd deaf to the preachings of Socialism 
Th? Industrial proletariat was only Just 
boro and was tffJll weak. And the rev¬ 
olution was throttled by the Govern¬ 
ment at Its very inception. Location 
again held sway. Even the public, 
frightened by the phantom of revolu¬ 
tion. suffered a reaction and for twen¬ 
ty-five years all was gloomy. 

* • • 

Enter Tolstoi. 


The reforms of <the sixties were al¬ 
most wiped out by mean* of the coun¬ 
ter machinery set In motion by Count 
D. A. Tolstoi. Meantime the Industry 
6f the country developed. Rapid cap¬ 
italization of all parts of the national 
economy took place. Life became more 
complicated. Th r^ple formed Into 
group* and clas® # with well-defined In- 
lcrests. organized themnelv» on the 
basis of these interests and grew' In 
political aspirations—but the forms -of 
life were as before. pret$3?d In the Iron 
vice of bureaucratic despotism. Provin¬ 
cial and municipal self-government 
were altered till they were unrecog¬ 
nizable. and their activity was almost 
completely paralyzed. 

The peasantry, by the introduction of 
the Institution of provincial chief* 
(Zemsky nochalnlksb was again almost 
turned Into a condition of serfdom. Th^ 
tribunal "Jurtt. quick, merciful and 
equdl for all” was replaced almost In 
Its entirety by trial by "administra¬ 
tive order." Martial law took the pla^-e 
of all laws almost everywhere In th* 
Empire. Tha proas fettered by the 
cersor became eloquently silent in all 
languages. The education of the masses. 
In the hands of the Government, be¬ 
calm* a weapon for the strengthening 
*>f ignorance an<l trejud •• of th'* peo¬ 
ple (the hindrance of temporal schools 
and the energetic protection of the 
clerical) and for the political deprav¬ 
ity of the younger generation. Univer¬ 
sity “science" completed Che work be¬ 
gun in the middle «chola of the bo- 
trilled “people In case*," people pf “sys¬ 
tem.'' 

But the growing public forces wer 
making Ihemselves known During the 
last ten yeans the student riots have 
been almoot continuous. The work¬ 
men's movement also grew and 
strengthened. In places the starving, 
almost landless peasantry rooe and re¬ 
volted. Revolutionary parties were or¬ 
ganized. this Ume finding fertile soli 
und Impressionable material In the rap¬ 
idly growing factory proletariat. It 
even invaded the peasantry, where the 
latter were touched by city life as so 
many mujltos are being compelled to go 
to the cities to earn U*elr bread dur¬ 
ing a portion of the years. 

But above all a liberal, GonvtItutton¬ 
al party was organized recruiting Its 
members chiefly In provincial circles. 

The political movement which during 
the past few* month* aroused the whole 
Russian society really became sharply 
defined two or three years ago. The 
student movement, which in the course 
of the nineties was the only open ex¬ 
pression of public protest against the 
existing regime, and, therefore, the 
center of public attention, was Irrevo¬ 
cably carried over on to political terri¬ 
tory on February 22. 1902. by the Mos¬ 
cow students. The series of political 
workmen's demonstrations In many cit¬ 
ies In the whole course of 1902, the not¬ 
ed Rostoff strike manifestation In the 
fall of that year, the general strike 
which In the summer of 1902 paralyzed 
the w’hole Industry of the South, indi¬ 
cated the powerful development of the 
workmen's movement led by the Social 
Democratic party. 

• • • 

Reign of .Terror, 


With the assassination of Siplegln 
April 18, 1902, (the assassination of 
Bogolyepott in 1901 being the act of an 
individual and not a manifestation of 
party) opens the sanguinary period of 
revolutionary terror. At short Intervals 
of time the most prominent and hated 
lenders of reaction fell by bullets or 
bombs. 

In the spring of 1902 the pe.usant riots 
broke out in the Black Earth Govern¬ 
ments. Terror and agrarian disorders 
among the peasant* bear witness to the 
life of activity of the other revolution¬ 
ary party, the Social Revolutionaries. 
In 1901. from February 23 to March 6. 
a meeting took place In Moscow of the 
provincial workers engaged In aiding 
the population In agricultural mutters. 
At this meeting was raised for the first 
time the question of smaller provincial 
units ns a radical means of drawing 
closer together the Zemstvo und the 
1 pie. This meeting. In which pnrticl- 
\ \ ?d besides the chosen leaders of the 
Zemstvo element, the representatives of 
the so-called “third element," |. e.. 
those intelligent Zemstvo workers upon 
whom In reality falls all the work of 
initiating measures of the economic ac¬ 
tivity of the provincial self-government, 
w'fts the *rst step toward the clo-ier un¬ 
ion of nil the Zemstvos. In 1902 the 
Zeii.t’voa took further steps In this dl- 
rectl* the kustar meeting In 81. 

Peter <P j k and at the firemen's irit-et- 
ing In M< -cow. In the spring of 1902 
in mii 11 gal meeting In Moscow’, or¬ 
ganize' *i» the Initiative and under the 
dir*-cT leo i.-rshlp of the president of the

of a Uniterm, systematically-planned 
prograu* e of action In view of the 
work t-» be done In the Agricultural 
Commit* authorized by the Gov¬ 
ernment Here was first made clear the 
prim • n *c Mty of reform In the exist¬ 
ing r.vhten »nd here was first worked 
out a pD-dte unme. 

Ab«'*u» the *vune time the foreign po- 
H*r, OsvGP tzhdenie (“Liberty"), edited 
by S*ru' e. made it* appearance. Its, 


task being to unite and cftnent the 
Provincial Oons&ii*u'tlonal party. The 
work of the district agricultural com¬ 
mittees. In which the Zemstvo was able 
to express itself sufficienthy fully and 
dearly, bore witness to the limit)Imlty 
of view upon the existing ordar of 
thing*. The wor k of the committees 
possessed a grant agltatary significance 
in provincial circles, and was a stim¬ 
ulant to the further consolidation a**! 
organization of the progressive pro¬ 
vincials In the Liberal political party. 
In the commission “On the impover¬ 
ishment of the Center," In the autumn 
of 19J4. to which were Invited the 
Zemstvo representative*, was again 
shown the unanimity of th* provin¬ 
cials in their collective d-dara.tlon to 
the Government of the necessity of 
radical reform. 

• • • 

Reforms a Necessity. 


The close of 1900 and the beginning 
of 1903 are marked by two meetings of 
public workers In St. Petersburg, that 
of the workers In technical education 
and the Pirogovsk meeting of physi¬ 
cians. The sessions were a sort of 
public meeting at which the advanced 
workers from the whole country unan¬ 
imously agreed that there was no pos¬ 
sibility of peaceful progressive activ¬ 
ity with the existing governmental or¬ 
ganization. and were one In the de¬ 
mand far radical reform. These meet¬ 
ings were a significant sign of th* com¬ 
plete poHflcal maturity of the Lib¬ 
eral cla<?ses of society and represent¬ 
ed a further step forward In the open 
political agitation and propaganda of 
oonfttrtultonal khteo in the broad circles 
of the educated claw**. 

The movement for freedom grew ir¬ 
resistibly In extent, and broke through 
the surface. But the Government was 
not asleep- Led by Plehve, It lode- 
fa tigably carried on an energetic, and 
one might say "heroic" fight with the 
“Internal enemies." Prisons, deporta¬ 
tion. the galley, flogging, bullets and 
gallows—nil were brought Into p»y 
against the revolutionary morfWWm. 
Thousands of workmen, pea same*, edu¬ 
cated revolutionaries filled the prbons 
or were deported. Administrative order 
and bureaucratic "tribunals" eculd 
hardly k*ep pare. Or?r the corpses of 
lt» own faithful servant* the Govern¬ 
ment mairohed Inflexibly to the gloom¬ 
iest reaction. The radical provincials, 
leaders of the Liberal movement, like 
th> revolutionaries, were subjected to 
punishment The Government de¬ 
prived them of a share In public work, 
and even deported some. In January. 
1904 , the Tver Zemstvo was disbanded. 
In the autumn of 1903 the Moscow 
Zemstvo underwent a revision. In the 
summer of 1904 the Vyatka and Kursk 
Zemstvos. The object of the revisions 
was th* search tor anti-government*I 
activity on the part of the 35e n, ^'^? !l * 
But all was In vain; In spite of all the 
terrible oppressions, the discontent rap¬ 
idly spread, broader and deeper, the 
opposition of the Zemstvos and the 
Liberal class*s became stronger, the 
"hydra of revolution" was not to be 
killed’. 

• • • 

War Clouds Lower, j 


In the fall of 1903 the clouds of war 
lowered over the Far East. The possi¬ 
bility of war with Japan approached. 
By means of w Ise concessions Russia 
could have avoided It. But, ovi.-r the 
volcano of widespread public discontent 
the Government allowed Itself to be se¬ 
duced by extravagant plans of an ultra- 
aggressive foreign policy, cherishing 
the hops in this way of guarding and 
even strengthening its prestige In the 
international concert and Its credit on 
the European bourses. In addition, 
there 1 b reason to suppose that Plehve, 
who exercised a tremendous Influence 
on the entire governmental policy, was 
for war. He had* perhaps, his deflnlte 
object, namely, by means of war to 
crush the Internal Liberal and revo¬ 
lutionary troubles. He probably thought 
to drown and extinguish in the streams 
Of the people's blood and in the flame 
of chauvinism the unrestralnnble thirst 
for freedom among the people. 

The war was decided upon, but the 
stupendous task of war fatally closed 
all the internal helplessness of the bu¬ 
reaucracy, which had laid claim to 
omnipotence. War demanded popular 
support, and this the soulless, dead de¬ 
partmental mechanism could not give 
The result was terrible defeat after de¬ 
feat on land and the complete destruc¬ 
tion of the fleet on the sea. industrial 
paralysis at home, three external loans, 
the fall of the prestige In Europe and 
the still stronger growth of the move¬ 
ment for freedom in the Interior. 

The war Increased the Interest among 
the people In questions of Government, 
and awoke among all classes a desire 
for citizenship. The continuous mili¬ 
tary reverses prepared the way for a 
thorough criticism of the existing or¬ 
der. The discontent spread and went 
deeper. And then the explosion of the 
bomb on July 15. 1904,, which destroyed 
a strong, energetic leader of the reac¬ 
tion. Plehve. broke the thickening 
clouds of public discontent. The Iron 
determination of the Government hesi¬ 
tated. The word "confidence." pro¬ 
nounced by a new Minister, was a 
spark which kindled a magnificent, 
widespread fire of open political agi¬ 
tation. 

The public clearly saw, heard, under¬ 
stood that the Government had weak¬ 
ened in the intense struggle on two 
fronts, with the internal and external 
enemy, that It realized It needed public 
support and desired to make a truce 
with the people and had therefore 
turned to them with aui appeal for con¬ 
fidence. The public also understood 
perfectly how Insincere and false was 
the Government's move. Therefore. It 
at once voted its lack of confidence. 
The district provincial councils, mu¬ 
nicipalities and other public organ'za- 
tlons sent greetings to the Minister, 
coupled wlt.h expressions in the direc¬ 
tion of demands for liberal reforms 
Others raised the question point blank 
of radlcnl reformation of the State. The 
press, taking advantage of a new-found 
liberty, categorically set up the cry for 
political freedom and constitutional or¬ 
ganization. 

• • • 

Convention of Zemstvos. 


With the assent of the Government 
there took place In St. Petersburg. No¬ 
vember. 1904. a meeting of Zemstvo 
representatives In the celebrated eleven 
points of whose memorandum are for¬ 
mulated the demands for political free¬ 
dom and a constitution. At this meet¬ 
ing the provincial workers for the first 
time openly appeared as a united party 
with a definite political , programme. 
Then the constitutional democratic 
press entered upon the scene (the for¬ 
mer “Provo.” the new "Nosha Zhlzn,” 
“Syn Otechestva,” “Naahl Dnl"). shurp- 
ly criticising the existing organization 
and milking an extensive agitation for 
Its reformation on a basis of freedom. 

The remainder of the Liberal press 
also became much more radical. Every¬ 
where public gatherings took place, po¬ 
litical banquets, meetings at which the 
same questions were brought forward 
the same sort of resolution#, condemn¬ 
ing the present regime ajid demanding 
political freedom and a constitution 
were adopted. The provincial assem¬ 
blies. with a few’ exceptions, drew up 
constitutional and in comparatively 
rare cases Slavophil addresses to the 
highest authority. In some cases con¬ 
servative addresses were adopted by 
an Insignificant majority, for Instance, 
In the Simbirsk assembly by a major¬ 
ity of 4. and the minority usimlly draw’s 
up a special expression of opinion. 

The Slavophil addresses called for a 
direct union of the autocratic Tzar 
with the people, and the absence be¬ 
tween them of the bureaucratic parti¬ 
tion. 

The Government having Insincerely 
aroused and liberated the matured pub¬ 
lic hopes, lost Its head at sight of them. 
It attempted to return to the path of 
reaction. It resorted anew to censure; 
In some places forbade gatherings, in 
others to massacre. It turned the mob 
upon public worker* and published an 
act (Government communication of De¬ 
cember, 1904) In which It declares all 
public agitation rebellious and threat¬ 
ened reprisals. But all these measures 
proved powerless against the broad and 
deep swing of the political agitation. 
The movement had caught the masses. 
In the beginning of January this year 
in St. Petersburg broke out and grew 


a general strike of the mill and factory 
workmen. It began on economic 
grounds, but soon became hopelessly 
Involved with the popular demands for 
political freedom and a constitution. 

♦ • • 

Rifle Bullets the Answer. 


Again losing Its head, the Govern¬ 
ment answered the peaceful, though 
Imposing demonstration of tiv? work¬ 
men by rifle volleys. In the blood of 
thousonde ihelr killed and wound¬ 
ed brothers t*he Runslati proletariat te- 
celved Its first revolutionary baptism. 
The workmen's movement spread In 
greut waves over th*> whole country. 

In Waruaw, In Lodz. In Rlgi and In 
other cities volleys of musketry the 
Government sow*h1 it he cdorm of revo¬ 
lution in the fertile aoll of the young 
proletariat. All life in the country 
stood aghast before the crime of the 
Government But horror qutekly gave 
way to redoubled hatred of the rotten 
regime. The bloody events made the 
demand for freedom Irrevocable. Even 
the provincial opposition, always be¬ 
fore bearing a peaceful character, be¬ 
came sharp and voiced Itself in open 
protest. Many provincial assemblies 
stopped their s^aMon* In order to open¬ 
ly displaying their indignation. All 
kind* of public assemblies and corpo¬ 
rations condemned the criminal policy 
of tlk? Government. All the higher ed¬ 
ucational institutions in the country 
were closed by the complete, unprec¬ 
edented accord of both teacher® and 
scholars.. 

The tempo of public political life in¬ 
creased in spite of the reactionary ef¬ 
forts of the Government, as Indicated 
by the replacement of the higher lead¬ 
ers of politics. In the place of retiring 
Svlatopolk-Mlrckl. BouJlgtn was ap¬ 
pointed Minister of the Interior, the 
nearest collaborator of the Grand Duke 
Sergius, who formerly ateo played a 
prominent part In the governmental re¬ 
action a.nd had lately been its soul. 
The establishment of a governor gen¬ 
eralship In St. Petersburg, th? rein¬ 
forcement of the censorship, the sus¬ 
pension of radical organs of the pro**, 
etc., collective coruFHituJ 1«»n; vl decla¬ 
rations jof numerous groups of the pop¬ 
ulation, of all classes and professions, 
were published The representatives of 
industry arid labor, science, art and 
literature, Russian women, students— 
all Joined In one general declaration, 
that this sort of life cannctt go on and 
in one general demand for a free State 
regime. Even the majority of the 
nobles' assemblies (this year in the ma¬ 
jority of the Governments the legal 
three-year term of nobles' elections, as 
it happened, with which the alternate 
sessions of the as s emb ly is connected, 
expired), expres-**d th mselves, if not 
for a constitution, at leae-t for a Zemsky 
Sober (the popular representation 
which, to Slavophile'* idea®, brings to 
the Emperor all the truth regarding 
the people's needs). 

• • • 

Struggle to the Death. 

The last great act of the internal 
political fife of the Russian public was 
the assassination of the Grand Duke 
Sergius, who hud already long Inspired 
the Emperor In a . reactionary spirit 
and who had exercised a strong influ¬ 
ence upon him. In Liberal circles his 
death was almost approved. The bom^s 
of the revolutionaries, together with th? 
workmen'll movement, had created such 
conditions as made It Impossible for the 
Government to return to the former 
policy of reaction, or for the public to 
compromise with the existing regime. 

The aim of the present movement for 
freedom is the abolition of the auto- 
cratlc-bureaucrotlc governmental re¬ 
gime and Its replacement by a free con¬ 
stitutional system. The significance of 
the open agitation ter freedom is enor¬ 
mous. It means the people will no 
longer hesitate before an open struggle 
for freedom. All clnrz'S of the popu¬ 
lation have become possessed of the 
thirst for a new*, free life, the working 
class, the Intelligent classes of all pro¬ 
fessions and ages, the zemstvo, the 
commercial ond Industrial classes, and 
even to a large extent the nobility. Only 
the peasantry’, perhaps, still sleeps, an 
unawakened giant chained with poverty 
and Ignorance, But this giant, too, wll; 
soon be aroused. All Its life, full of 
trouble and oppression, at every step, 
and. nbove all. its agrarian needs, form 
a too fertile poll for discontent with 
the existing organization of slavery and 
for the thirst for a new, better and 
freer one. 

• • • 

One Great Danger. 

But. speaking of agrarian needs, one 
must not close one's eye to the exist¬ 
ing and growing social danger. The 
existing organization, founded upon 
popular Ignorance and lawlessness, fa¬ 
tally more and more deepening the Im¬ 
memorial abyss of social enmity In the 
country Between the poor, starving 
peasantry and the rich land-owing 
class of the privileged nobility. And 
only a free constitutional regime can 
relieve the country of the menacing 
danger, bringing to the people political 
and civic competency and broad en¬ 
lightenment. 

All the more. then, and with re¬ 
doubled vigor, should the friends of 
governmental order struggle for the 
liberation of the nation from autocratic 
bureaucratic arbitrariness. Even the 
army, that eternal buttress of our ab¬ 
solutism. even It Is receiving on the 
fields of Manchuria and In the streets 
of 8t. Petersburg. Warsaw. Riga and* 
other cities a political education and Is 
learning to appraise at its tru»* value 
that order In the name of which It Is 
Itself obliged to face the enemy's bul¬ 
lets and fire upon Us brothers, fathers 
and children. 

How deep and oibkllng Is the move¬ 
ment for freedom may be Judged by 
the determination and the Kvlf-jaieriflr* 
with which thousands of unarmed 
proletarians faced bullets In the streets 
of 8t. Petersburg and uther cltks. by 
the decisive protests against the regime 
made by hitherto peaceful ond timid 
provincials, by -the unanimity with 
which the entire public and press x- 
pre»s themselves. The very' fln*it fact, 
the meeting of *be Zevnutvolsts In St. 
Petersburg, also beors w1tne»; to thK 
That* were represen rat Ives ut that 
mooting from conservative Zcmsrtvos. 
but this did not prevent the meeting 
from unanimously expressing itself In 
favor of a radlcnl reform of the govern¬ 
mental nrgn nJzatJon. 

Another still mere striking phenom¬ 
enon shows In the strong* s*t manner 
the depths and maturity of the present 
political movement. It must be ad¬ 
mitted tbait in the Zemstvo, for ex¬ 
ample. the adknfttetUy progressive ele¬ 
ments form the minority. In comparison 
with the conservative. Inert rwtloti 
But thetr moral predomination) Is so 
great and the actual needs of HuxHun 
life, expressed In their demands, so In¬ 
disputable, that the political state of 
mind of this compact, active minority 
la dominant In provincial circles. 

• • • 

Freedom Must Follow. 

Only one end is possible to the fight 
for freedom which has begun—the at¬ 
tainment of freedom. The return to 
slavery Is Impossible. The wiy in the 
Far Been cannot *-nd In victory, and 
this fact r-nders the bureaucracy pow¬ 
erless to turn back the wheel of time. 
The whole life of the country Is at a 
standstill. The State is Involved In un¬ 
payable debts. The bureaucracy 1* al¬ 
ready unable to mend matters by* Its 
oven strength. It mum Inevitably turn 
to the popular will and to public activ¬ 
ity. If the bureau should not have 
sufficient porwpleacity to do this, and 
continues to i^tubhornly endeavor to go 
back, then a catastrophe to the played- 
out administrative system Is Imwimble. 

The public forces, brought to the 
boiling rolrrt, are psychologically no 
longer able to remain In the iron heller. 
They will burst It. And this threaten? 
the country' with violent and terrible 
disorder, unprecedented in history The 
Russian revolution will he proportion¬ 
ally more terrible than all other Euro¬ 
pean revolutions, a* the despotism of 
the Rur stan bureaucracy has been 
darker and the Ignorance of the pop¬ 
ulace deeper, than anvwhere else In 
Europe. For this reason, the IntelM- 
gent. better forces of the country ought 
at the pee sent time to direct all their 
strength toward the creation of a pow¬ 
erful public opinion, uftdrr the pres¬ 
sure of which the Government would

Tiv* 
board unanimously adopted ref^lutloni* 
declaring Itself *>iq>o«pd to the pro¬ 
miscuous association of white ani 
Mongolian pupils, and declaring its 
policy to fnvnr In future the establish¬ 
ment of separate schools for Chinese 
and Japanese pupils. 


Madrid. May 7.—Snrrlon de Herrera, 
former Klng-at-Arms of the Spanish 
Court, ond who Is charged with con¬ 
spiring against the Government of 
Brazil, wns Interrogated by r a Magis¬ 
trate to-day. De Herrera malntnlneh 
that Counanl has been recognized as 
an Independent State since 1872, nna 
that the recruiting of men In Europe 
ter the service of that State Is per¬ 
fectly legal. He denied the existence 
of a plot against Brazil, and asserted 
that the diplomatic relations between 
Brazil and Counanl are most cordial. 

He had been residing in Madrid for 
two years In the capacity of Minister 
for Counanl to SpaJn, Morocco and the 
Holy See. De Herrera said that a rev¬ 
olutionary Colonel named Casero had 
recently visited London In order to ar¬ 
rive at an understanding with the Gen¬ 
eral Committee of the free Stat^ ^f 
Counanl and to purchase war stores, f 
• • • 

Efforts For Recognition. 

The territory of Counanl was the sub¬ 
ject of a dispute between France and 
Brazil from 1713 to 1897, when It was 
decided to submit the question Involved 
to the arbitration of the Swiss Govern¬ 
ment. which <*n December 1. 1900 ren¬ 
dered a decision awarding Brazil 147.C00 
square miles of the contested territory 
and France about 3,000 square miles of 
the Tumuck-Humao range. In 1395 a 
conflict occurred In this ' buffer State" 
of Counanl between French and Bra¬ 
zilian troops, which was precipitated 
by the discovery of gold In the Car- 
; srrenne district. Subsequently a pro- 
posal was made to arbitrate, which led 
to the decision nbove noted. 

In February of last year Adolphe 
Brezet. claiming to be President of the 
"Republic of Counanl,*' arrived In Paris 
seeking recognition of his alleged Gov¬ 
ernment by France, alleging that the 
people of Counanl refused to accept the 
decision of the arbiter. According to 
Brezet, Counanl has tw*o or three times 
as much territory ns France, with a 
population of about 200.000 colonists and 
1,000.000 Indians, all of whom, he al¬ 
leged. supported the new’ Government. 
In September of last year an unsuccess¬ 
ful effort was made to obtain recogni¬ 
tion by the United States of the so- 
called Free State of Counanl.

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“Business.” 

Saturday Evening. May 6-Ni*wa devel¬ 
opments of the week have been compara¬ 
tively unimportant. With the single ex¬ 
ception of the special meeting of the 
Union Pacific Rutlrond Compnny. which 
served to relieve some fears relative to 
the security of Mr. Harrimnn’s control 
and the authorization of the IlCO.flrtMW 
preferred stock Issue, tho same factors 
which have created it feeling of uncer¬ 
tainty ns to the future of stock market 
values exist, though perhaps In a •ome- 
what modified degree. The naval buttle 
In the Far East Is yet to be fought, the 
Equitable Imbroglio Is far from being 
settled, though some progress toward that 
end appears to have been made. The Chi¬ 
cago strike also remains a matter of some 
concern, the year’s crops nre still subject 
to weather vicissitudes, and will be for 
some little time, and In certain quarters 
a disposition Is shown to find fault with 
tho money situation. In addition there 
are Indications of a lessened demand for 
pig Iron, of a slight falling off In railroad 
earnings and some discussion of whether 
the recent break In stock market prices 
has served to Impair confidence In busl- 
n<-M> circles to an appreciable extent. Such 
discussion, however, originates with tho 
speculators of Wall street and probably 
has little real basis. A? a matter of fact, 
the decline In stock market values, pro¬ 
vided It has boon checked, should stimu¬ 
late confidence !n the prices of securities, 
for It must be admitted that the reaction 
puts th»- market In a much more health¬ 
ful condition, both technically and Intrin¬ 
sically. 

Reports of mercantile agencies for the 
week give no Indication of a decided fall¬ 
ing off In business, and Braostreet’s com¬ 
pilation of clearings shows an increase 
for tho week ended Thursday of 
per cent., and n gain outside of New York 
of 28.9 per cent. Textile manufacturing Is 
reported to be In a more healthful condi¬ 
tion tt;in at nnv recent date, tootwe.ir 
factories ore well engaged: there Is less 
friction between capital and labor than 
at anv similar period for several years: 
railroad earnings for April show an In¬ 
crease of 10.5 per cent; foreign commerce 
at the port of New York showed a gain 
the post week (Ot !3,159,.*34 in value of

in 1904. while exports Increased $1,788,448; 
failures for April show smaller liabilities 
than for tho corresponding month in 
many venrs, and building trades and nl- 
lled lines nre active. In fact, with the 
single exception of some falling off in new 
business In Iron and steel, all statistical 
treasures of trade point to progress at 
this date. There Is then surely nothing 
very discouraging In the present situation 
us far as surface Indications go. though 
It Is undoubtedly true that the future of 
business, ns well as the future of stock 

S arket values, hinges largely on the ng- 
CUltum! returns for 1905. This country 
has reached the point where Its leading 
crops are cultivated In so many section* 
and an* so well diversified that It Is al¬ 
most unreasonable to expect a general 
crop failure, and certainly the outlook at 
the present time Is about ns bright as It 
could well be. 

It Is natural that the stock market 
should hesitate after a period of violent 
liquidation, and It would not be surpris¬ 
ing to see It continue to be a traders* af¬ 
fair for some little time to come, or until 
pome of the factors already enumerated 
can he more clearlv gauged In their effect 
on market sentiment. It would now 
seem ns If liquidation had spent its force, 
as sixtv-slx out of ninety-nine active 
stocks show net advances for the week, 
and It Is possible, though by no means 
desirable, for prices to attain a much 
higher level than was recorded before the 
recent break. 

Money market conditions seem health¬ 
ful Already there Is some disposition to 
borrow trouble on account of financing 
the crops this fall, but apparently with 
little reason.

construction of tho law In this Instance 
may or nmy not be correct. The Cou¬ 
rier-Journal does not offer even a lay 
opinion on that point; nor does It ques¬ 
tion his purpose to do his duty as 
he conceived It.

The Hargis Case. 

It Is greatly to be regretted that the 
Hargis case, after all the labor and 
expense In bringing It to an Issue. was 
not permitted to go to the Jury on^lts 
merits, for a decision on the evidence 
adduced. 

As It was, tho surprising charge of 
Judge Parker cut the ground from be¬ 
neath the feet of the prosecution, for¬ 
bidding. as It did. the Jury to pass upon 
the very offense for which the defend¬ 
ant was thought to be arraigned and 
upon which most of the evidence in¬ 
troduced bore. After this astonishing 
turn of the case there were few who 
did not look for an acquittal, and a 
hung Jury was the best that wus hoped 
for by those who believed the guilt of 
the accused had been proved. That 
there were two Jurors who refused to 
agree to the acquittal of the prisoner 
upon any such legal sham as this is 
creditable to their Intelligence and to 
their manhood. 

If Hargis had been turned loose un- 
• der the charge of Judge Parker a man 
would have been turned loose who. as 
no one will deny, had been placed on 
trial for a heinous crime and yet who 
was safeguarded by the court against 
conviction of his crime.

O F all the cities 
of the Universe, 
the Adriatic. Venice stands alone 
—w holly alone. 
There Is not another like It anywhere, 
or in the remotest degree. It Is not so 
jma-li tho waterways—though they make 
an essential difference—at an air of soli¬ 
tude which the silence gives to the 
stream of many-colored life that flows 
noiselessly along; never a sound except 
the birds and the bells and the plash¬ 
ing of oars, save now and then the 
booming of a gun at sea, or a strain of 
music from some shadow—well under 
a balcony, or round the turning of a 
canaietto; a horseless, carrlagelesa 
city, where from the cradle to the 
grave, the long, black, coflln-Hke gon¬ 
dola awaits you, tends you, serves you;

If It be. as It Is. a good rule of travel 
to arrive at the more salient points of 
destination after dark, It Is doubly so 
to reach Venice when the moon has 
risen to glorify the common-places of 
the day. and to deepen the mystery of 
the night. Fancy, no less than distance, 
lends enchantment to the view. As 
you are borne from the stutlon to your 
hotel you get a foretaste of the Jour¬ 
ney across the Styx, a scenic display 
of the fantastic and the unfamiliar, a 
quick transit of impressions of a little 
of everything betwixt Hell and the 
Iron Works. Nor need you dread the 
awakening. The rise of the morning 
sun shall not disillusionize you. nor 
dissipate your dreams. Venice la a 
perennial wonder. The longer you stay 
the more you love It. After awhile 
langour comes to the rescue of the 
more agitated sensibilities, and you re¬ 
sign yourself to the voluptuous pleas¬ 
ure of floating, floating down the 
stream of time, whither It matters not, 
for are you not a disembodied spirit 
embarked In a shallop. tb& Heavens 
above mirrored In the depths below? 
Get thee gone, thou minion of the 
Real! 

•’1 was a god ten centuries ago. 

A very sea-god from the outer mere. 

And trod tho waves of ocean and of sky.** 
Turn over the pages of your Shelley; 
why, yonder’s where he dwelt, and, 
further along, where the dome‘of San 
8ebaflttn.no shines over the chimney¬ 
pots, the house where Byron, ’’betwixt 
gin and midnight.” wrote ’’Don Juan” 
—at least the worst parts of It—though, 
for the matter of that, what nook, or

HERE are few 
* good barbers In 


Italy, no barber¬ 
shops like our own. 
Now I hold a good barber a thing of 
beauty and a Joy forever. In the olden 
time the barber was physician and sur 
geon; and, the way many of them use 
the razor, he ought still to be. I re¬ 
member when It was not possible to get 
a decent shave In London, or Paris. 
The theory was that every gentleman 
either shaved himself or had his valet 
shave him. 

Forty years ago there were In Europe 
no barber chairs. The victim was re¬ 
quired to sit bolt upright and take his 
punishment. Now thnt the American 
is beginning to be—at least commer¬

I found 
an exception to the rule, and It raised 
my spirits to that degree that I 
straightway yielded to the blandish¬ 
ments of Big Sis and Little Sis. and 
sent them to buy out the glass-works 
and the lace-works, which, hardly less 
than the Bridge of Sighs, engages the 
feminine Imagination and sympathy In 
Venice. 1 

Once, In Geneva, a long time ago it 
was, I had a kind of adventure which 
Involved, not a lady, but a barber. 
This was the way of It. Musing upon 
the vicissitude of razors and the fickle¬ 
ness of fortune. I was passing through 
a little back street on my way to a hlp- 
poed friend of mine who had heart dis¬ 
ease and thought he was going to die 
(though he is hale and alive enough 
now!), when a queer bit of a sprite uf 
red hair and freckles standing in a 
doorway somehow’ arrested my atten¬ 
tion. I stopped and looked up and felt 
my chin. ”My lor’,” says the sprite. 
“Barber?” says I. “Your Worship,” 
says he, and ho pointed tho way to a 
rickety chair, and. before 1 could re¬ 
sist. or protest, he had me as close os 
a vise. He was an artist. The way he 
applied the lather showed that. But 
you ought to have seen the way he 
twirled his razor. There was music In 
his tread. Nor was he loquacious, or 
sensational; only expert and balmy, on 
occasional ”My lor’,” and now and 
then an Interrogative “Your Wor¬ 
ship?” Presently I cropped Into a gen¬ 
tle doze, a cat-nap, with a fitful dream. 
Came a wan-faced woman, with a sick 
baby and a ragged shawl, and—the 
shave was over. 

I paid the pitiful charge and came 
away. Next day I returned and had 
the process repeated. Tills time I did 
r.ot fall asleep. I did not dream. I 
distinctly heard the mewling of a babe 
in arms. “My wife.” said the little bar¬ 
ber. with a glorious smile. “My baby.” 
He looked positively handsome, but I 
thought there were tears in Ids eyes. 
Yes, there they were. the mother and 
child, behind a tattered blanket drawn 
curtain-wise across the rear of the 
squalid room—the man nn artist, too! 

It Is not often that I do these things. 
But, when l do them, I do them hnnd- 
sormely.” 

os John Kemble, quoted by Bulwer- 
Lytton, observed when he gave a beg¬ 
gar a guinea. I loaned that sprite of 
red hair and freckles money enough to 
set up a sure-enough barber-shop; part 
of It I took out In service, the rest he 
paid tne; and I lived to see my protege 
doing a lnnd-olllce business, the wife 
having an apartment of her own, and 
the baby as rosy a cherub as might be 
found in a day’s migration about the 
town; nor was the little barber, though 
he came to know my name, ever able to 
call me other than “My lor’ ’* and 
Your Worship.” Ben Rldgely’s efforts 
to teach him to say “Marse Henry” 
proving wholly abortive. 

My Venetian discovery Is an artist, 
too—a tonsorlal artist, who might 
shave for a wager with Gus Snell!— 
but, truth to say. Venice is full of 
artists. The glass-workers, the lace- 
weavers, artists every one. Big Bis and 
Little Sis came back from the glass¬ 
works quite as enthusiastic over a cer¬ 
tain Paratto Alesandro—they Insist 
upon my giving his name—whom they 
saw fabricating some design (for them¬ 
selves. of course!) as I am over my 
Figaro In the cul de sac of the Plazzo 
San Marco. Like the Virginian, who 
la more enterprising In his hospitality 
than he Is In his business, the Italian 
sacrifices everything to his art. Yet, 
In Its music. Italy Is positively de¬ 
generate, and, os for poetry, what shall 
we say of a land that boasts the un¬ 
thinkable D’Annunzio? 

III. 

T he Lido is to 
Venice what 
To Italy. Coney Island Is to 

New' York; though 
Little Sis said she thought It “a very- 
poor sort of a Coney Island.” In front 
of the Doge’s PaJace you take a, little 
steamboat and cross the large lagoon 
—twenty minutes, or thereabout—and 
nre landed at the pier on the Inner side 
of “The Island.” whence a bob-tall cor, 
drawn by the one quadruped In nil 
Venice, a cross between a mule and a 
Shetland pony, carries you in three 
minutes to the outer side, and you ar¬ 
rive upon the esplanade of a wooden 
bam, which jSoes double duty as thea¬ 
ter and restaurant, and overlooks the 
broad, blue stretch of the Adriatic. 
Here In summer the Venetians come 
to bathe, to hear the music, or see the 
play, and, Incidentally, to eat sea¬ 
food, of which a copper-plated snail, 
described as ”ostra,” and sold at three 
lire, or sixty cents a dozen, is the piece 
of resistance. Let me seriously coun¬ 
sel the stranger who visits the Lido to 
leave the “ostra” untasted. The 
coqullage of the Adriatic 1» no better 
than that of the Medlterrunee. 

Once upon a time Big Sis and I came 
down to the Lido, took an apartment 
In a villa hanging over the sea, and 
lived for a fortnight, getting a morn¬ 
ing plunge In the surf (the beach is ex¬ 
cellent), loafing the afternoon away 
“up town.” dining at Florlan's, hear¬ 
ing the music and seeing the crowds 
upon the Plazzo San Marco, and taking 
the last boat toward midnight for 
“home.” We began to feel like two of 
the “natives.” Our return thither was 
a kind of “sentimental Journey.” The 
place Is much changed. The entire 
avenue between the “landing” and the 
esplanade In now lined with villas,' 
shops and cafes. Where a group of 
vlneclad cottages peeped out from a 
bosky dell stands the Grand Hotel des 
Bains et de Lido, quite a Frenchified 
establishment. But the great bathing 
houses remain and the shelving beach, 
nnd I dare nay the bathing Is quite as 
good as ever It was; only it Is a trifle 


cold yet ”to go In swlmmin’.’* Little 
Sis was disappointed, of course. After 
an hour's ramble we came back to 
Venice proper, and Investigated a fine 
old palace not far from the bridge of 
the Rialto. 

Every’ other house on the Grand 
Canal Is a palace. A few' of them are 
Inhabited. The greater number, how- 
over. nre attended by care-takers, who. 
for a lire, are glad to show the tourist 
their mysteries from garret to cellar. 
Most of them are imposing, a few- of 
them are still magnificent. Obviously, 
the merchants of Venice lived well. The 
remains of ostentation, the debris of 
splendor, may be seen on every hand. 

The Browning palace, which was 
originally a ducal residence, has not 
been occupied for a dozen y'ears or 
more, but It is full of memorials of the 
English poet and hts wife, and Is well 
worth seeing. An old friend, Mr. Eu¬ 
gene Benson, both an artist and a 
writer of merit, with Mrs. Benson, the 
mother of the author of “Kismet.” has 
one of the most Interesting and typical 
of the old palaxzos, with a lovely gar¬ 
den. whilst one or two of those which 
may be said to be still alive, rival the 
most sumptuous abodes of the jeunesse 
doree of London. Vienna and Parts— 
Indeed, are ampler In construction and 
richer in appointment than anything 
of the kind to he found In the great 
capitals. 

Cold-storage and Adulteration—the 
twin-monsters of Modern Civilization, 
the Alpha and Omega of bad living— 
have laid their ghastly clutch upon 
Italy, even worse than upon New York 
and Paris; for, thus far In London, 
they have measurably escaped, whilst 
In Vienna and Berlin “they won’t have 
It”—nor In Munich, nor In Dresden, nor 
anywhere else In Germany. Poor old 
Venice! only the fish here are reason¬ 
ably fresh, the wine being positively 
poison—Lucretla Borgia grinning up 
from the bottom of every glass. There 
Is a movement In America In the mat¬ 
ter of adulteration. What will it 
amount to? Nothing, perhaps. We are 
the most Indifferent, easily-victimized 
people, for all our activity and shrewd¬ 
ness. In Italy, whero there Is no move¬ 
ment and a warm climate, cold-storage 
becomes a necessity, and adulteration 
an incident of the law of reprisal. What 
we need to do In the United States Is 
to hang a few food-contractors, as 
Wellington In the Peninsula swung up 
some commissaries, improving the 
quality of the rations Immensely, as we 
are told. 

A journey through Italy Is—well. It 
Is trying—It is trying to the eyesight, 
with Its constant succession of pic¬ 
tures. trying to the nerves with Its 
eternal suavity and mendicancy, trying 
to tho sense of smell and to the diges¬ 
tive organs. The scenic displays are 
enchanting, the food is monotonous, 
the drink—particularly the coffee—is 
execrable. Coffee! Why. that which 
they serve you tastes like cock-roaches 
and lightning bugs, toasted and brayed 
In a mortar. Long ago the dead 
buried their dend. They that dwell 
here tread over dead men's bones and 
trade upon dead men's memory* On 
every hand, wherever the tourist ram¬ 
bles, rise exhalations of the dead; and 
palaces are tonalities* and church 
doors hang on rusty hinges, nnd 
church-yards yawn. yea. all the way 
from Genoa round to Naples and back 
through Rome and Florence to Venice. 
Tombs, only tombs, of Virgil, of Dante, 
of Juliet; and. speaking of Juliet, Is It 
not a trifle odd that the bard of Avon 
should have made Verona the stage 
for two completed dramas? It Is a lit¬ 
tle old town, split* In twain by the 
swift-flowing Adige, with nothing to 
distinguish It from many another, but. 
bearing the Shakespearean Imprint, It 
has for three centuries lived on the 
ear-marks of Two Oentlemen who 
never lived at all, to say nothing about 
the Montagues and the Capulets, who, 
like the Hatfields and the McCoys, the 
Bill Smoots and the Hargises, had a 
way peculiar co themselves of making 
things hot and lively, and very un¬ 
comfortable, for all the guitar-twang¬ 
ing und gold lace, the rope-ladders and 
the moonshine, of which I dare say 
more ado Is made by the poets than 
the actual facts would warrant. John 
Fox has told us a deal about the 
“moonshine” of the Kentucky Moun¬ 
tains. and James Lane Allen and Har¬ 
rison Robertson have peopled the Blue- 
grass country with heroines who could 
take the tuck out of the calico dress 
of any Veronese In the bunch; nor cen¬ 
turies of haze to dim the perspective 
and heighten the romance. Italy hos 
merely the trade-mark—holds the 
”nge,“ so to say—on Kentucky; though 
maybe Mr. Robertson. Mr. Allen and 
Mr. Fox would be willing to make 
some concessions ss to Shakespeare! 
To each of them. Italy and Kentucky 
Included, but not In Chianti. Capri, or 
Coffee, “here's how!” 

One goes from Italy gladly, reluc¬ 
tantly; rejoiced to get away from so 
much that Is unclean, sorry to quit so 
much that is beautiful We have had 
In Venice the most delightful apart¬ 
ments. the most abominable “wlttles.” 
The same at Florence. The same at 
Rome. It would have been the same at 
Naples, except that a friend came to 
the rescue. Whatever the aesthetic 
sensibility, the creature comforts may 
not be Ignored. Romeo and Juliet. I 
fancy, had they been permitted to take 
a bridal trip and got as far as the 
Plazzo San Marco, would have enjoyed 
a square meal. Floating In a gon-

The movement In Dallas sprung from 
the Idea to Increase tho city's popula¬ 
tion to 150.000. The Hundred and Ftfty 
Thousand Club was organized. ADVER¬ 
TISE! Thalt wub the campaign cry. The 
club did not stop there, but pro.e?ded 
to act The moults are arriving. The 
people of Dallas are elated. 

A committee Is In process of forming 
for tho systematic exploitation of Loi>- 
lsvllle. It should meet with the hearty 
and generate support of Louisville 
merchants. It will produce business. It 
will build up the city.

Progress In Game Legislation. 

In recent years there has been a gen¬ 
eral awakening to the Importance of 
game in the United States, and nothing 
else proves this so clearly as the vol¬ 
ume of legislation over the country to 
preserve and protect game. The wis¬ 
dom of such legislation Is obvious; the 
wanton slaughter of game, such as was 
witnessed In former years, meant 
eventually the extermination of birds 
and beustSt 

This year sees the high-water mark 
In legislation proposed and accom¬ 
plished. The Department of Agriculture 
has been giving Its attention to the 
subject, and In a pamphlet just Issued 
by the division of biological survey Is 
presented a summary of the recom¬ 
mendations of State Game Commission¬ 
ers and Wardens. 

The Investigations of the department 
show that It Is not uncommon for more 
than 100 game laws to be passed in a 
single year; sometimes tvrenty-fivc or 
fifty will be enacted by a single State 
where local laws are the rule. In 1905, 
thlrtyseven State Legislatures convened 
during the month of January; those of 
Hawaii and Porto Rico convened In 
February: others are to meet later. In 
nearly all these States and Territories, 
amendments to the game laws have 
been or will be considered. Some will 
become laws; others will not; but all 
are more or less significant in showing 
the progress of game legislation. 

On comparison of the recommenda¬ 
tions with existing laws a strong 
tendency toward uniformity Is found. 
The subjects which seem to attract 
most attention at present are licenses, 
powers of commissioners and wardens 
and the propagation of game. Com¬ 
paratively few concern mere changes 
in season, although some call for short¬ 
ening the open season. 

Most of the recommendations In re¬ 
gard to big game contemplate shorten¬ 
ing the open season, making a close 
season of several years, or reducing the 
number of deer or elk to be killed. 

More attention Is given to licenses 
than to any other one feature, recom¬ 
mendations concerning them being 
made by eighteen different States. Ari¬ 
zona proposes a $10 nonresident license 
for hunting deer and turkey; Maine 
a $5 nonresident license for hunting 
plover In August, and all birds In Sep¬ 
tember, a $15 license for hunting all 
game In October and November, and a 
license for residents; Delaware and 
Montana a license for unnaturalized 
foreigners; Massachusetts a $10 license 
for unnaturalized foreigners, with 
photograph of licensee; Oklahoma resi¬ 
dent and nonresident licenses; Oregon 
a $20 nonresident and a $1 resident 
license; Rhode Island a $5 license for 
resident, and nonresident alike; and 
Wyoming a $10 nonresident license for 
taking birds and fish nnd a $2.50 resi¬ 
dent license. Repeal of exemptions 
under present license laws are pro¬ 
posed by Colorado, Illinois and Nebras¬ 
ka: Michigan suggests an extension of 
the license system to cover both hunt¬ 
ing and fishing, und New Hampshire an 
extension of the nonresident license to 
cover all game. Provisions permitting 
hunters to carry home a reasonable 
amount of game under license are rec¬ 
ommended by Maine, North Dakota, 
Oklahoma. Pennsylvania and West Vir¬ 
ginia. Delaware recommends an In¬ 
crease In the nonresident license fee to 
$10, North Dakota an lncreuse In the 
resident fee from seventy-five cents to 
$1, apd Illinois a slight reduction In the 
resident fee. 

Of special Importance !b the propaga¬ 
tion of game nnd the restocking of de¬ 
pleted covers. Various suggestions are 
made In this direction, embracing the 
purchase of game, the establishment of 
game parks and a State bounty. The 
District of Columbia Is contemplating 
the absolute prohibition of shooting In 
order to make the environs of the Na¬ 
tional Capital practically a refuge for 
the whole country’s birds and game. 


night of the 5th at a banquet given 
In his honor at the Mansion House of 
the Lord Mayor of Ix>ndon. It waa 
not only an official testimonial to the 
diplomatic ability and tact with which 
he has discharged hla duties as Ambas¬ 
sador. but a personal tribute to the 
social qualities which have endeared 
him to all with whom he has mingled 
In prlvute life and made him popular 
with the English people at large. He 
retires from this high public station ut 
the ageof seventy-three. In the full vigor 
of his physical nnd mental faculties, not 
again, perhaps, to reappear In public 
office, to resume his place at the head 
of the bar of New York so long con¬ 
ceded him. With the exception of his 
service in the New York Constitutional 
Convention of 1S94, of which he was 
president, his mission to England Just I 
closed Is the only official station he has 
filled, while his service at the bar cov¬ 
ers a full hulf century. He has been 
Identified with many notable cases, the 
most prominent of which were the 
successful prosecution of Tweed, the 
boodle Mayor of New York, and his 
vindication of Gen. FItz John Porter 
after nearly a quarter century of un¬ 
just aspersion. 

The compliment to Mr. Choate w*as 
mnrked with every form of high official 
appreciation, as well as by the most 
cordial evidences of the general popu¬ 
larity attained by the recipient among 
the representative men In social and 
professional circles, the absence of King 
Edward abroad creating the only va¬ 
cancy. Mr. Choate had the seat of 
honor at the right of the Ix>rd Mayor, 
and to his right was Premier Balfour, 
with the Church of England reprasent- 
ed by the Archbishop of Canterbury on 
the Mayor** left. The leading Cabinet 
officers and members of Parliament 
were present, with Rudyard Kipling 
and Conan Doyle ns literary represen¬ 
tatives, artists like Alma Tadema. the 
editors of the leading journals, the 
Mayors of Liverpool. Manchester 
and other cities—a rare gathering of 
the best that England stands for in 
all professions. The toast offered to 
the guest by the Premier was In excel¬ 
lent taste, referring to hl 9 services not 
only us the representative of a great 
State, but as one ever ready to take 
his part In every phase of public life 
not connected with politics, and who 
had always played his part with dis¬ 
tinction. He was especially happy In 
his reference to tho close relations be¬ 
tween the two countries and to the 
feeling of common brotherhood which 
had succeeded with the lapse of dec¬ 
ades the old bitterness of the historic 
past. 

In the present attitude of Interna¬ 
tional affairs on the*Contlnent and In 
the East, such a demonstration and 
such utterances have more than a social 
significance and will not be without 
their Influence In contributing to peace¬ 
ful conditions, with the assurances they 
Imply of the unity of sentiment and the 
co-operatlon which exist betweon the 
two great branches of the English- 
speaking people. Mr. Choate was, os al¬ 
ways. equal to the occasion In hie reply, 
not stilted or ronnal, but responding 
with equal good taste for America and 
himself. He did not claim, as hts own. 
credit for the happy relations between 
the two countries, but with dip¬ 
lomatic skill accorded it to Mr. Lans- 
downe and Mr. Hay, the two Foreign 
Secretaries. The London press, com¬ 
menting on the banquet, commends the 
sentiments of the speakers, and looks 
upon the event as one which may be an 
International act, a better product of 
diplomacy than a sheaf of treaties. 

Mr. Choate has well sustained 
the standard of diplomatic abili¬ 
ty of a long line of distinguish¬ 
ed predecessors, and It remains to 
be seen what success will attend the 
efforts of Whltelaw Reid, our new Am¬ 
bassador. He Is five years the junior 
of Mr. Choate, and while a writer 
rather than a speaker. Is not without 
a good diplomatic record, having been 
four years Minister to France, nnd al¬ 
ready with a wide acquaintance in 
England from frequent visits there and 
official attendance as Special Ambassa¬ 
dor to the Queen’s Jubilee In 1837, and 
to the coronation of Edward VII., 1902.

REMOVAL OF DR. WILCOX 


HELD TO BE ILLEGAL BY COUN¬ 
CIL’S CITY ATTORNEY. 


IMPEACHMENT IF SUSPECTED. 


A meeting of a special commtttee of 
the New Albany Common Council was 
held Suturday night at the office of II 
E. Jewett, In the Masonic Temple build¬ 
ing, to take testimony In the mutter of 
the removal of Dr. F. II. Wilcox from 
the New Albany Board of Health by 
Mayor W. V. Grose. The committee 
appointed was composed of Councllmen 
W. A. Pierson, Benjamin Jackson and 
John Clare. Mr. Pierson was absent 
from the city, but Messrs. Clare and 
Johnson were present. Mayor William 
V. Grose and his attorneys, Evan B. 
Stotsenburg, John W. Weathers and 
Joseph 8. Foley, the Mayor's appointee 
for City Attorney, were In attendance. 
The Council was represented Jn the In* 
vestlgation by II. E. Jewett, who claims 
he Is entitled to the office of City At 
tomey until January 1, 1906. Dr. Frank 
3L Wilcox. Dr. C. W. McIntyre, John 
Marsh and Dr. D. G. Davis were exam¬ 
ined. A copy of the testimony will beglv- 
en the Mayor, and another will be sub¬ 
mitted to the Common Council, at 
meeting of that body which will be 
held some time during the week. 

At the conclusion of the testimony 
Mr. Jew’ett announced that he would 
prepare charges against Mayor Grose 
for removing Dr. Wilcox from the 
Board of Health, the alleged grounds of 
the charges being that the removal had 
been made without proper cause. 
Should these charges be sustained by 
the- Council, the Mayor will be im 
peached. His friends, however, assert 
that the charges cannot be sustained. 

At the last meeting of the New A1 
bnny Common Council City Attorney 
Jewett asked that body for permlss:on 
to prefer charges against Mayor Grose in 
the matter of the city attorneyship. He 
was directed to prepare these charges, 
and it is possible they may be acted on 
at the same meeting. 

M’NERNEY'S CHECK. 

Suit Against City of New Albany to 
Be Called Wednesday. 

The suit brought against the city of 
New Albany by P. J. McNerney & Co., 
asking that a certified check of $1,000 
be annulled and declared void, will be 
called Wednesday In the Jackson Cir 
cult Court at Brownstown. Mayor 
Grose and Joseph S. Foley, his appoln 
tee for City Attorney, and possibly 
either Evan B. Stotsenburg or John H« 
Weathers, will be present to represent 
the city's interests. The New Albany 
Common Council has directed H. E. 
Jewett, who Is recognized by that body 
as a City Attorney, to answer for the 
city, and this diverse assumption of au¬ 
thority promises to be interesting. 

The suit was brought by P. J. Mr- 
Nerney to have annulled and declared 
void, as stated, the check which was 
given by him when he was awarded the 
contract for the sew'er Improvement In 
New Albany, and as a guarantee that 
he would tile his bond of $430,000 for the 
faithful performance of the contract. 
This bond was filed with the Federal 
Surety Company, of IndlanupotJs. as 
bondsman, but the check had been sent 
to a bank at Brownstow-n, on which it 
was drawn for collection. When it 
reached there payment was stopped by 
Mi-Nerney, who at once brought suit. 
The New Albany city authorities at no 
time claimed to have any interest in the 
certified check after the bond was ac¬ 
cepted, and It could have been secured 
by the contractor on demand. Since 
the bond was filed the contract has 
been transferred to the Marlon Con¬ 
struction Company.

May 18, and she 
will be surprised this morning to learn 
that It has become known that she was 
wedded in Jeffersonville on May 3 to 
Claude D. Aquette. Magistrate Benja¬ 
min T. Nixon officiating. It was be¬ 
lieved every loophole to prevent the se¬ 
cret. becoming known had been guard¬ 
ed in Jeffersonville. 

Mrs. Aquette lives with her mother at 
2815 West Chestnut street, and has five 
brothers. She Is the daughter of Mrs. 
Nora Osterman. and her father, who 
was Fred W. Osterman. Is dead. For 
some time she had been keeping com¬ 
pany with Claude D. Aquette. an organ 
tuner, whose home is at 3805 West 
Chestnut street, but the companionship 
was not satisfactory to the young wom¬ 
an's relatives, who tried to break the 
match off. As a result they attempted 
to elope three months ago, and were 
intercepted by detectives. 

After that Aquette did not call at 
MIbs Osterman's home, but they met 
and continued their courtship without 
the knowledge of her mother or broth¬ 
ers. The parents of Aquette, Mr. and 
Mrs. George Edward Aquette, were 
aware of the existing circumstances, 
and both the father and mother agreed 
to go to Jeffersonville with-the pair and 
assist them In getting married. The 
Intention was to keep the marriage a 
secret until Aquette could get a pretty 
little home furnished for his bride, and 
in this they were to locate May 18. 
This safeguard w'as taJcen In case the 
relatives of the bride objected to her 
remaining at home after the secret be¬ 
came public. What they will do now Is 
another question. 

In filling out the health blank. MJes 
Osterman gave her place of birth as 
Louisville and the date June 20, 1885, 
making her twenty on her next birth¬ 
day. and her occupation as that of a 
High School student. She Is a re¬ 
markably pretty young woman and un¬ 
usually bright. Aquette gave his birth¬ 
place ns Chicago and the date March 
6. 1884. It was claimed In Jeffersonville 
that the objection was chiefly beoiuse 
Miss Osterman Is a Catholic and 
Aquette a Protestant. They stated 
there that they would probably be re¬ 
married. 


"I have heard of the different means 
negroes take to hide and disguise so 
that officers find It hard to Identify

Removable gold teeth! 

The statement Immediately caused 
surprise among the officers who had 
heard the chief, and a number of In¬ 
quisitive glances brought forth the fol¬ 
lowing explanation: 

"It Is this way: We have been look¬ 
ing for a negro who is charged with 
robbing Mrs. Franklin McFee of sev¬ 
eral pieces of valuable Jewelry, and the 
negro In question was described to us 
as having a gold tooth. Gold Is par¬ 
ticularly attractive to negroes, especial¬ 
ly when he can display the glistening 
metal In his mouth, and no matter how' 
much it takes to cover his teeth, very 
few- can be found who cannot show at 
least one gold tooth. 

“Several of the officers had found 


negroes who answered the description 
given by Mrs. McFee. and Jim Sanders 
was brought In yesterday In the com¬ 
pany of Ed Cannon, also colored. Jim 
had enough gold on hts teeth to stock a 
country Jew'elry store, and I thought 
we bad our man. but Jim denied that 
he had ever stolen anything more vul 
uable than unusable time. When I ask 
ed him about his teeth, he said: 1 

“'Huh! Them? Why. boss, they be¬ 
longs to Ed.' 

"With that he spread a black paw- 
over his mouth and. with a slight jerk, 
stripped his teeth of all their finery, 
handing them over to Ed. who had 
slipped the false teeth over his molars 
before I knew wlmt he was doing. 

"Of course. I asked for a more ex 
pllcit explanation, and Ed showed me 
that the gold teeth were so constructed 
that they would fit over almost any 
teeth and give the appearance of high- 
priced dentistry. I had to let Jim go. 
but Til bet that I confiscate the next 
removable gold teeth that come Into 
my office. It Is not a bad disguise. Gold 
teeth ore always prominent, and If they 
can be removed and replaced at will 
a negro ought to be able to play the 
Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde racket with¬ 
out serious difficulty because negroes 
look as much alike to detectives as to 
anyone else."

MRS. TAYLOR WAS INSANE 

When She Wrote Her Will, Says a 
Clark County Jury. 

After being out all night, the Jury 
that began Thursday to hear the suit 
of Allen Taylor and others gainst Zach- 
arlah Taylor and Zuohariah Taylor’s 
executor in the Clark Circuit Court a 9 
Jeffersonville to contest will it Mrs. 
Mary Taylor, who was the mother of 
all the litigants, came in yesterday 
meaning at 9:16 o'clock with a verdict 
for the plaintiffs, breaking the will and 
practicully finding that Mrs. Taylor 
was Insane when she made the instru¬ 
ment on May 9, 1891. The case was 
bitterly contested, ami there little 
aoubt but what the fight will be con¬ 
tinued Into the Supreme Court. 

The will was written by Judge C. P. 
Ferguson, and Znchariah Taylor w;as 
made the chief beneficiary and execu¬ 
tor. It was alleged during' the trial 
that he took charge of the will, and 
the other heirs did not know it existed 
until after the death of Mrs. Taylor. 
The bequests w-ere as follows: Mary 
Thomas, Della Thomas, Allen L. Tay¬ 
lor, $100 each; J. M. Taylor, Luzannah 
Jackson, $50 each; Savannah Potts, $25, 
and W. R. Taylor, $10, the remainder 
to go to Zachartah Taylor. A few' 
months after the will w-ns made Mrs. 
Taylor was declared Insane, and a 
guardian In the person of Zachartah 
Taylor was appointed to look after her 
affairs. 

One of the allegations w’as that 
Zacharlah Taylor had used an undue 
Influence over his mother, and, taking 
advantage of her age and enfeebled 
condition, he had her sign the will. It 
was In evidence that a son, who was 
then In Kansas, inflicted Injuries upon 
himself from which he died, and this 
worried the mother to such an extent 
that she lost her mind. It was also In 
evidence that nearly all of the family 
used liquor freely, the mother at times 
drinking with her children, purlng the 
trial the women passed the time away 
by smoking clay pipes. 

Zachartah Taylor, father of the heirs, 
was part Indian, as was his wife, also, 
and was full of thrift. By shrewd deal¬ 
ing he became possessed of hundreds 
of acres of land in Carr township, Clark 
county. Ind., and left his family well 
provided for w'hen he died at an ad¬ 
vanced age, Mrs. Taylor getting one- 
third of the estate. Her share had de¬ 
preciated to a considerable extent be¬ 
fore she died in 1903. During the suit 
it was claimed she left about $5,000, but 
it Is said $3,000 Is nearer the figure, and 
if this Is divided under the verdict of 
yesterday, each heir will receive about 
$400. Zacbnrinh Taylor Is well off out¬ 
side; of what came from his mother. 
There is another suit pending to set 
aside a quit claim deed from the moth¬ 
er to the son. In considering the case 
the only question before the Jury was 
whether Mrs. Taylor was insane when 
she made the will.

In accordance with the regulations 
recently drawn up by the State Board 
of Health governing radical changes 
In the disinfection and care or rail¬ 
road coaches, members of the board re¬ 
port that every* railroad In the State 
Is complying with the regulations to 
the best of Us ability. Although all 
the roads have not perfected their ar¬ 
rangements for cleaning curs at ter¬ 
minals, the work has so far advanced 
that the committee appointed by the 
board to inspect cars are almost ready 
to report that the regulations are be¬ 
ing carried out. 

Following the presentation of the new 
rules of the Slate Board, travelers have 
noticed many changes In the Interior 
of the cars In which they are forced 
to ride. At the present time no cars 
leave terminals of the different roads 
In Louisville or other parts of the State 
until they have been thoroughly clean¬ 
ed and ventilated; cuspidors have been 
placed In the smoking cars In abund¬ 
ance and at regular Intervals In other 
day coaches, and heavy curtains have 
glveu place to light hangings which do 
not catch the dust. 

Regulations governing the care of 
railroad passenger ears w~ere draw’n by 
the State Board of Health nearly six 
months ago and presented to the rail¬ 
roads with the request for a consulta¬ 
tion before the new rules were finally 
fixed os laws. The original regulations 
called for the disuse of plush or other 
similar materials, but this provision 
was stricken out after the officials of 
the railroads explained that such a rule 
would work hardship and necessitate 
the reconstruction of passenger rolling 
stock. 

The final rules, how’ever, designated 
that every portion of a passenger car 
used by the public should be subjected 
to a thorough cleaning and airing at 
each terminal point and that It should 
not be run more than forty-eight hours 
without such cleaning. Particular at¬ 
tention was paid In the regulations as 
to the care to be taken of sleeping 
cars, the hangings of which were said 
to be capable of carrying all sorts of 
disease germs.

The regulations adopted were in¬ 
dorsed by the officials of the 
railroads, who surprised the mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Health with the 
willingness with which they entered 
into the work of carrying out the In¬ 
structions. Each road has constructed 
a cleansing plunt at terminals, and 
while the cost is nominal, the better¬ 
ment of the cars Is apparent. 

Cleansing plants now* In use consist 
of a compressed steam reservoir and a 
number of negroes, armed with brooms, 
scrubbing brushes and hot water, and 
when a car reacnes the terminal work 
begins In earnest. The compressed 
steam reservoir Is used for the cleans¬ 
ing of blanket*, carpets, curtains, sheets 
and seats. The steam cleaner has an 
advantage over the old compressed air 
broom. Inasmuch as the heat Is of such 
degree that any germs which might 
have lodged are killed by the contact. 
Euch car Is thoroughly scrubbed with 
hot w’ater. In which Is sprinkled liberal 
quantities of disinfectant, and carpets, 
cushions and curtains are thoroughly 
aired before the car leaves on another 
run. 

Interior hangings on the greater 
number of the cars now In use have 
been changed, and in the place of the 
red and blue plush curtains, oiled cloth 
In subdued colors 1 b substituted. The 
• carpets on the floors are kept bright 
apd attractive by the cleaning process. 
• • • 

Board Satisfied. 

“I can say for the board," said Dr, 
Cheater Mayer last night, "that we are 
very well satisfied with the work so 
far as It has progressed, and the re¬ 
ports, which are coming In from our 
sanitary Inspectors all over the State, 
are highly gratifying. The railroad of¬ 
ficials have been with us In the move¬ 
ment. and I Just received a letter to¬ 
day from one of the largest roads in 
the State asking for more minute In¬ 
structions on minor points. 

"We Kentuckians all chew tobacco, 
und consequently have developed an 
expectorating habit.

Bowling Green Is to have a new bank, 
which will In a measure take the place 
of the old banking firm of P. J. Potter 
& Sons. The new Institution will be 
know’u as the Bowling Green National 
Bank, ond application to organize has 
already been filed at Washington with 
the Controller of the Currency. It Is 
stated that there Is ample reason for 
believing that the new Institution is 
assured of a good business from the 
start. 

The matters appertaining to organ¬ 
ization hove been quietly worked out 
In thla city and In Bowling Green, and 
w’hlle the incorporators nre not made 
public at this time. It is stated that the 
list forwarded to the Controller of the 
Currency contain* the name* of men 
of wealth and of practical banking ex¬ 
perience. The list Is headed by J. F. 
Cox, cashier of the Clay City National 
Bank, and himself a man of means. 
Mr. Cox has been In the banking busi¬ 
ness for some years, and Is known as 
one of the brightest and best-informed 
bankers In the State. He Is the nephew 
of L. O. Cox. president of the Union 
National Bank; Attllla Cox. president 
of the Columbia Finance and Trust 
Company, and of Florian Cox, president 
of the Star Fire Insurance Company, 
all of Louisville. 

The new bang will be organized Just 
as soon as departmental approval of 
the application Is received from Wash¬ 
ington. It will have a capital of $100,- 
000. but It* promoters give .t a backing 
of fully $1,000,000 In wealth. They re¬ 
side In Louisville, Elizabethtown and 
In Bowling Green. The whole matter 
has been arranged quietly for obvious 
reasons, but 4t Is understood from re¬ 
liable authority that the bank will have 
the friendly encouragement of the 
members of Che old bunking firm of P. 
J. Potter & Sons. 

It Is possible that the capital of the 
new bank will be doubled at an early 
date, or that Its incorporators will sub¬ 
scribe to a surplus fund at the start of 
25 or 50 per cent, of its capital. In 
other words, the Incorporators say that 
they are going to make the bank a suc¬ 
cess from the beginning by putting It 
upon a thoroughly solid foundation. 

J. F. Cox. the organizer of the bank, 
was in Bowling Green a few days 
since, and has made arrangements to 
move his family there shortly. 

While It cannot be stated on author¬ 
ity. there Is more than ever reason for 
expecting that the creditors of the old 
firm of P. J. Potter & Sons will be paid 
in full.

JENNINGS PLUMMER, FARMER, 


Worried Over Democrats* Defeat and 
Failure to Get a Turn¬ 
pike, 


Jennings Plummer committed suicide 
by hanging himself early last night In 
a com crib, two miles from Charles¬ 
town, Ind. 

Plummer, who w*ns about fifty years 
old, lived with his brother, Stephen 
Plummer, and a sister, the three being 
unmarried and owning a good farm In 
common. lie was about his home all of 
yesterday. When he went away from 
the house In the evening nothing was 
thought of his not returning. Stephen 
Plummer went out to milk. and. going 
Into a corn crib, discovered tfie body of 
his brother hanging from a rafter. Life 
was extinct nnd the body had become 
rigid. 

Assistance was called and the corpse 
was out down and a neighbor sent to 
Charlestown to summon Coroner Coots. 
Plummer had evidently been preparing 
to kill himself for several days. The 
rope had been carefully made fast to 
the rafter and the other end had been 
fashioned Into n noose, which Plummer 
fastened around his neck and then 
Jumped off a box. His face was black 
and there wu» every indication that he 
had struggled hard before death came.: 

Plummer was known as an upright , 
citizen and was well thought of by his 
neighbors, but he had been acting i 
queerly since last November. He was 
an ardent Democrat ami the defeat of | 
his party by a sweeping majority In 
Indiana worried him. and he repeatedly 
referred to the fact, but no one ever 
thought he would go so far as to take 
his life for something that was of so 
little Importance to him. He also want-

BIG CROWD AT THE DOWNS. 


R AM’S HORN, a mile In 1:38H. was 
the news which startled, the moet 
phleffmuttlc of turfmen at Church¬ 
ill Downe yesterday. And he had 
up nit least US pounds. It Is true that 
this darling work was not done on the 
Loultfvil* Jockey Club track, but on the 
trotting track which adjoin* the Down-. 
But, while the trotting coiwse t» harder 
and undoubtedly faster than that nt 
Churchill Downs. It roust be considered 
that even the trotting track was by no 
means at >» fastest yesterday. 

Even this course was soft, muddy or 
lumpy, aaxd corox?rvatlve trainers esti¬ 
mate that it was certainly not faster yes¬ 
terday than is that at Churchill Downs 
when the latter is in apple-pie oonditlon. 

When h Is reflected that the fastest 
time for a ntT.e ever roads at Churchill 
Downs was Ten Broeck’s record of 1-39V* 
with 110 pound* up, and the netft His Ex¬ 
cellency's 1:40 with 103 pounds, the sks- 
nlficance of Ram's Horn’s feat Is aom«- j 
thing startling Cwpt. Williams, staid and 
levol-hended trainer, was himself excited 
by his colt's work. While declining to ■ 
give the time he caught, he remarked to I 
a number of friends: "I may have done | 
a thing to-day that I have not done for ! 
twenty-five years—worked a horso too 
fast.’* 

Regarding the performance Itself Oipt. 
Williams wtrold only say for publication: 
*T worked my oolt a mile to-day and his 
Showing was entirely satisfactory. If the 
track Is fast on Derby day 1 don’t fea^ 
any of them." 

Than Kam's Horn worked at the trot¬ 
ting track was a sudden decision 
on his trainer and owner's port. Capt. 
WIKtams had expected to give him lil* 
trial yesterday afternoon at Churchill 
I»wns. and Secretary I>avis kept the 
harrows busy from noon to 3 o’clock pre¬ 
paring the course, but even then flu* 
track, which was soaking with water 
during the morning, wo* *tlll muddy and 
lumpy late In the afternoon, and Copt. 
Wll Karma decided to take his house to the 
trotting track, which he had arranged to 
use If he should desire. He wna not snak¬ 
ing any particular fuss about hi* mov^ 
merits, but his plan was soon whleperod 
around and a dozen Watchful track 
followers wero on the trill ground, 
wotche** tr. hand, as soon n* Ka n’s Horn, 
who had walked around the rood, arrived. 

Tlve colt was. after the old-trm© fash¬ 
ion. first given a wwrminK up brteze of 
hal f a mi>, which he* mad*- :n a Fh-»de 
better than fifty secvmds. With weight 
up closely approximating hte Derby al¬ 
lowance of 122, ho was lined up at the 
mile pole/ With n word to the boy and 
Capt- Williams* quaint cluck, the great 
oolt w^s start.d on his Journey around 
the circle. Like an arrow he flew around 
the flmt turn and as smoothly as a yacht 
before the wind he swept dvwn the back 
stretch. The wntehers gasp«l at the ter¬ 
rific as the colt turned Into the 

run home. Even Capt. WtMJama seemed 
agltvwt ai*l ec«*med about to wave the 
rider back, but the horse woe «»mjng so 
easily and steadily that he refrained, and 
Ram's Horn dashed under the wire while 
tbo timer* goxed at eaoh other In amaze¬ 
ment a* their watches snapped at 1:88%. 
Some of those who saw the trial made 
tlie tJnw a* fast a* and others it* 

slow os 1:39 or a fraction over, but the 
majiu-lty agreed on 1:38\. 

Two hours later the coil was quietly 
munching hay and gazing in mild-eyed 
©urkwity at his throngs of Sunday vis¬ 
itors and seemed nono the worse for hln 
recent feat. 

The performance was the sole topic of 
talk around the track after It was known, 
any many trainers shook thedr heads with 
the remark: “He ha* run his moe.” 

As »ho oolt cum© out of his trial look¬ 
ing so well and did the work so easily, 
anwever, the majority of lcritics decided 
that It was all right nnd that he was 
•Imply a wonderful hors*. 

No such exhibition was even given by a 
Derby oajwlldute In Kentucky, but in 
after year* it may possibly be recorded 
that there was never such a Derby horse 
a* Ram's Horn. 

Oa.pt. S. S Brown's Agile, who ts the 
hot odds*-on favorite fur Wednesday's 
great race, reached the Downs early yrs- 
tonlay morning In charge of Train- r Bob 
Tucker. He wvia accompanied only by a 
two-year-old as a stable mate and will 
return to Lexington the day after the 
Derby. He was brought out on the tlferk 
yesterday morning and given a slow gal¬ 
lop. The son of Sir Dixon attracted much 
attention. He is a magnificent looking 
specimen of the equine athlete, being de¬ 
cidedly the handsomest of the Derby can¬ 
didates here. 

Trainer Tucker said; “The colt shipped 
without turning a lmlr. nnd seems all 
right this morning. You know he has 
been racing, nnd Is already about as lit 
as 1 can make him. hut he will b« given 
n light workout next Tuesday. Of course, 
we expect to win. J. Martin will ride 
him" 

Dr. Leggn took a nap stretched full 
length on the straw yesterday morning, 
when he had finished his morning can¬ 
ter. nnd for several hour* he was denied 
to the swarm of Sunday visitors whlh- 
he took his siesta 

“That's Just like him." chuckled Trntn»*r 
McUafferty ns he peeped In with a fa¬ 
vored few of his friends. “He never lets 


unything bother him, and takes care of 
himself Just like an old woman. That's 
the reason he ha* been able to stand so 
much hard racing and still bo as good a* 
ever. HO Is entirely free from the little 
lameness he hnd a day or two ago, and 
shows no signs of his long Journey. As 
far as 1 can tell, he Is every bit as good 
as he was when at his best in Cali¬ 
fornia.’* 

When asked whnt he thought of his 
champion's chances in the Derby Mr. Mc- 
Cafforty replied sen tent lously: “Well, It 
won’t be any one-horse race. ‘Wet or dry- 
tracks are all tho same td raa" 

Mr. McCafferty said he might put up 
one of his stable Jockeys—Tooman or 
Taylor—but might get any other good 
rider. Ho has not decided. It was ru¬ 
mored around the track that Helgerson 
would have the mount. 

“No, Kurtzmnnn will positively not 
start In the Derby.“ answered Trainer 
Phillips to an Inquiry, “simply because 
we don't believe he 1* of Derby class; 
that Is, to go a mile and a quarter in 
such a field os will run this year." 

Mr. Phillips said that he expected to 
start English Lad in the Clark Handicap 
if he wos not too heavily weighted. "He 
is not as good a horse as mosi people 
seem to think." he Continued, "and we 
will not accept big weights on him this 
early, at least.” 

Ed Alvey's Saulsbury Is doing well, and 
the probability Ih that he will try for 
the big prize on Wednesday. "And he 
will not be last, either,” said a man who 
Is familiar with the colt's work, lie may 
have a 6ettlng-down trial this morning 

Such a throng of visitors was never 
seen at Churchill Downs prior to the 
races as swarmed over the grounds yes¬ 
terday. Scores of well-d Tensed men and 
women, too, Jostled each other about the 
doors of Agile and Dr. Leggo's stalls un¬ 
til the watchful trainer* were forced 
again and again to mildly protest In the 
Interest of their charges.

It 
ei'rvcs, aJ?o, to glvo tho young^tero prac¬ 
tice in a regular game w'hb'h n ?y c*»nr»*»t 
get in any other way, keeping than: *oni€- 
where near on edge ugainst an ero*'ru« li< v 
which may demand tnelr use »n a vn&m- 
pl<»rmh)p game.

J ,UDGTNG from present indications, 
this is not going to be much of a 
year for batsmen In tho big leagues, 
and the slugging averages are go¬ 
ing to be much lower than In 1901. when 
they slumped terribly below the percent¬ 
ages of 1903. It was hoped by nearly all 
the managers that the youngsters who 
were so freely Imported would bruce up 
the general ddttlng, and that tho work 
which they would do against the pitchers 
would Improve tho total averages of tho 
tearqs. This, nt lenst In spring practice, 
has proven a fallacy—the young players 
are thralls of the spit ball and the twic¬ 
ers’ skill Just like their older colleagues, 
and nobody is hitting enough to do tho 
leather any serious damage. 

As a rule a young player, when not 
afflicted by stage fright, will hit a lot on 
the first trip round, for tho simple reason 
that tho pitchers do not know what to 
throw him and tho fielder* do not know 
where to play for him. Hence he can 
break off quite a lot of base hits, and, 
maybe, acquire a confidence which will 
carry him safely through tho balance of 
the season.

"Look at Keeler. Leach. Parent, Wal¬ 
lace. -McGrow and others too numerous to 
mention. I am not very big myself, neith¬ 
er Ik Ferris. Surely all of the players I 
have named ar© faster nton than the old 
veterans. 

"1 don’t want to decry the ability of 
Old-timers, but remember that all of the 
great batsmen formerly were sluggers. 
WhHt could sluggers do now against the 
spit ball and with the foul strike rulo In 
vogue? 

"Few of the great batsmen of to-dnv 
can be called sluggers. LuJolo hits hard, 
but he doesn’t take & wild swing. He 
meets the bull full. 

"Keeler Is the very antithesis of a slug¬ 
ger. Wagner can’t be called a slugger, 
neither can Mike Donlin, Dougherty El- 
berfeld. Pnrent. Burkett, Helurlck, Fred 
Clarke or Sheckard. 

"Surely the ball players of to-day are 
us Intelligent ns the old-timers were, and 
no one Is foolish enough to figure out that 
the present day player* have not profited

Receipts were comparatively light 
and consumptive demand good, with a 
foreign market looming up at the tall 
of the crop year. Weather has been on 
the whole very favorable for the com¬ 
ing crop, but calculations regarding Jt 
have not yet taken definite shape. 

The visible supply decreased 814.0(H) 
bushels In the week previous, but that 
still left more than 13.000.000 bushels as 
compared with 9.009,000 bushels at the 
similar time last year. Local stocks In¬ 
creased a little, and the total at the 
beginning of the week was in excess of 
2 , 000,000 bushels.

FARMERS HOLDING BACK. 


Chicago, May 6 .—The May wheat 
storm has completely subsided, and as 
frequently happens In the grain mar¬ 
kets, now that the gale has passed 
there has come the other extreme, and 
the calm is almost of the monotonous 
kind. It is «rtill a pointed question 
whether the bread material Is too high 
In price, buit the trade feels certain 
that It Is working to a righteous level. 
As a general proposition the trape In 
the week closed yesterday was a scalp¬ 
ing affair. There was some flist class 
buying of .the September option, which 
most students regard as the safest 
thing In the wheat U*t- 

DeJl verier on May contracts not fee¬ 
ing heavy In the first part of the week 
no further apprehensions were aroused 
with regard to the abandoned May 
deal, and matters outside of what legit¬ 
imately belong to the usual Influences 
were confined to the sharp break In 
the stock market that on several oc¬ 
casions diverted attention. 

The weal her eonitinued to bei the con¬ 
trolling factor, but that was at times 
overshadowed by considerations con¬ 
nected with the small stock* that had 
to last until the new crop should be In 
shape for conversion Into flour. That 
did not have the same effect as when 
the contract wheat was being held far 
above the reach of millers, and before 
ithe reduk'Micm in Its price relaased for 
consumptive purposes all of the grade 
held elsewhere than at Minenapolls. 

At the latter point a manipulated 
condition of the speculative grade still 
exists, and the exigencies of the party 
to the deal In that market were still 
being felt occasionally, to the undoing 
of calculations that did not fully rec¬ 
ognize their possible effect. 

Notwithstanding the rather bearish 
condition ot the weather the market 
was well maintained at some improve- 
Iteent on the lowest prices of the pre¬ 
vious week by the fact that a little 
wheat was sold for export from Duluth, 
and some foreign orders for flour were 
brought wltMn working limits by the 
recent considerable decline In wheat. 
That was in turn displaced in the mid¬ 
dle of the week by the improvement 
by five points Rirate April 1 In the con¬ 
dition of winter wheat In Ohio, and 
Snow's report showing that the status 
of the crop throughout the country wa» 
substantially the same May 1 Chat it 
was at the beginning of the month be¬ 
fore. Occasional reports of deterioration 
were received from Kentucky, Texas 
and the southern part of Illinois, but 
those were not regarded as materially 
detracting from the general excellence 
that more comprehensive reports 
showed to still exist. 

Importing nations were getting lib¬ 
era! receipts from countries that had 
been such liberal Rhlppers throughout 
the season, but .that those were not 
now in excess of their requirements 
was seen In the readiness with which 
the United Kingdom buyers turned to 
the Manitoba wheat since the holders 
of that description oould no longer see 
a probability of its being wanted for 
consumption in the United States and 
wvre therefore inclined to offer It to 
their foreign customers at competing 
prices with Argentina, Russia ami In- 
dlA. 

There Is likely to be a close run until 
harvest Lime between the supplies of 
the old wheat and the advent of the 
new. The weather for & month will 
continue to be the chief consideration, 
seeing that with'stocks so lo-w a delay 
In the ripening of the crop of even ten 
day® would ,t>e apt to create a strain 
that might (seriously affect the price 
in the closing days of the crop year. 

The visible supply ait the opening of 
the week showed only about 22 , 000.000 
bushels available for home use. Re¬ 
ceipts are likely to run very light for 
the remainder of the season, and it is 
very certain that there will be no of¬ 
ferings from the old crop to such ex¬ 
tent as to be a reason for further re¬ 
duction!* In the price, and It Is very 
questionable if farmers wfll l>e In a 
hurry to market their new wheat at 
auiything materially under prices now 
prevailing, even If the yield should 1 * 
quite up to the present promise. That, 
however, does not take Into account the 
possibility of spring wheat on its en¬ 
larged acreage Indicating at the time 
of winter wheat harvest as bountiful a 
yield In proportion as Is now being 
given by the latter. Winter wheat 
farmers under such a condklon might 
desire to head off the deliveries from 
the other section of the crop. 

Deliveries of com on May contracts 
the first day of the week were small 
enough to be eminently satisfactory to 
the bulls, whose gratification waa at 
once expressed by the freedom of their 
purchases. At the close of the first 
••salon the» price of May com was 47 
cents, as against 45"{, cents sellers as 
the market was closing the previous 
Saturday. The price afterward reached 
48% cents, and buying after that was 
relaxed, with the consequent subse¬ 
quent reaction. 

Besides the ease with which the de¬ 
liveries were taken care of the first (lay 
of the month, receipts were very small 
the first day of the week, there being 
only twenty-two cars Inspected here 
Wednesday. Light receipts V for the 
time being had entered into the ealeu 
latlon of the bulls, but probably such 
almost complete drying up wns as much 
a surprise to them as to the general 
trade. The reduction In the movement 
was not confined to the shipments of 
Chicago, for the aggregate at all the 
Western points fell to less than half 
what was being received at the similar 
time lost year. 

And yet no one presumes that corn 
has become suddenly scarce in the 
country. Farmers are at present too 
busy in the fields to haul grain to the 
market, but they could doubtless find 
the time if prices were sufficiently at¬ 
tractive. The chief Inference to be 
drawn from their indifference Is that 
their Ideas of value have been raised 
in late years to fit the universal ad¬ 
vance that has taken place In all the 
principal requisites of human subsist¬ 
ence. That would probably not stand 
in jihe way If there were such plethoric 
abundance as has been seen In times 
past when corn was the cheapest fuel 
on the farms, but that phase of the sit¬ 
uation has gone with the rapid growth 
in population, extensive as that h;is 
been. 

Another large Increase In area Is 
promised for the present year, unless 
some climatic accident should Interfere 
with the present Intention. While the 
area is thus being enlarged fitfully, the 
users of tht? grain increase with arith¬ 
metical regularity, and new uses for It 
are being found with the growing re¬ 
quirements of advancing civilization. 
Under those conditions the time for 
corn being used for fuel seems one nevJ 
er to return, and, therefore, a new ad¬ 
justment has to be made of the mini¬ 
mum of Its value for food. 


FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL 


Provisions had a healthier appearance 
ai the result of some decrease In the 
stock of ribs and a smaller addition 
than had been expected to the stock 
of lard. Perhaps of greater Importance 
and of more effect In the betterment of 
prices was the material falling off In 
the receipts of hogs, both here and at 
the other principal packing centers. 
Packers who have been accumulating 
supplies of the manufactured commodi¬ 
ties. and as is generally supposed with¬ 
out hedging sales of futures, should be 
the principal beneficiaries of the im¬ 
provement in the price. They .were not 
conspicuously pushing their advantage, 
but with a continuance of conditions 
similar to those prevailing it would not 
be strange if the shorts should be made 
to feel the full effects of the changed 
conditions.

ELEMENTS 


NOT IN FAVOR OF A BULL CAM¬ 
PAIGN. 


New York. May G,—Stock market con¬ 
ditions have been Improved by hist week’s 
severe, but unnecessary, liquidation. Af¬ 
ter a break of 10 to 20 points a partial 
recovery was Inevitable and has been 
experienced during the week Just closed. 
It would be a mistake, however, not to 
recognize a decided change In the spec¬ 
ulative situation compared with a month 
or six weeks ago. Then market opinion 
was universally optimistic; now It Is di¬ 
vided. Then it was impossible to per¬ 
suade anyone that prices were too high 
or hud fully discounted many udmitted 
satisfactory conditions; now the feeling 
Is less optimistic, and although outside 
conditions are in the main unchanged in 
promise, there Is leas confidence In values 
at the lower level than existed when 
prices were at the top. This is one of the 
peculiar but well understood phases Of 
opinion In Wall street. , 

Last week’s decline gave considerable 
courage to the bear party and has added 
matonally to their numbers. There Is 
still a short Interest of some Importance 
outstanding, which la not likely to cover 
without making further efforts at de¬ 
pression. A month ago the bears hud 
good reason to hesitate in attacking the 
market because of the number of power¬ 
ful cliques and pools which were In close 
accord with supporting values. Now that 
harmony Is , less pronounced and some 
very Important pools have liquidated, this 
obstacle to bearlBh operations has been 
removed, and the leaders on that side of 
the market are not likely to readily re¬ 
linquish any advantage accruing to them 
from recent developments.

Investors Holding Off. 

Investment buying has been checked by 
the declines, and the public as a whole 
are still unwilling to enter the market 
with any freedom. Even the shrewd bar¬ 
gain-hunters have not made their ap¬ 
pearance. owing to the fact that at the 
reduction prices are not at bargain level. 
Buying and selling have been largely pro¬ 
fessional. and evidences multiply thut 
large holders have been considerable sell¬ 
ers of stock since the January rise. The 
prospects are, therefore, that while the 
market will have periods of strength, 
such as witnessed this week, the later 
general trend of values Is likely to be 
towards a still lower level. 

The crop situation Is not entirely sat¬ 
isfactory. the planting season being aoirte- 
what backward. Thore is. however, am¬ 
ple time for Improvement In this respect, 
and the future of tho market will un¬ 
questionably be very largely influenced 
bv tho crop outlook until the close of 
August. Should the farmers secure an¬ 
other prosperous season, added to the 
long list already credited to their favor, 
the stock market wifi be quick to appre¬ 
ciate Its significance. 

Next autumn we may anticipate more 
or less ami-railroad and nntl-trust legis¬ 
lation. which will be intensified by the 
elections and the early special session 
of Congress; and. while this Is too far In 
advance to have any present effect upon 
the market, still It Is nn element which 
operators for a long pull will unquestion¬ 
ably take Into their calculations. In all 

C robabtllty no very radical legislation will 
e put through, hut the subjects for dis¬ 
cussion are fundamental to financial In¬ 
terests, and will no doubt Incite a more 
or leas unsettled feeling until the action 
of Congress Is definitely known.

Influence Against Bull Campaign. 


We thus have these Important influ¬ 
ences against the renewal of a bull cam¬ 
paign at this period, viz : the absence 
of strong Inside support; the liquidation 
of Important pools: tho fact that many 
prices are still high; tho new strain 
upon the "community of interest"; the 
distrust caused by the European dispute; 
the uncertain crop situation, and the 
prospect of disturbing political ugltatlon 
next autumn. These are long-distance 
views; at the close the market showed a 
disposition to rally. 

On the other hand, outside conditions 
continue very wit Is factory. As Is well 
known, the railroads are heavily taxed 
with traffic and making large consequent 
earnings. Their expenses are also ex¬ 
ceedingly heavy, not only for labor but 
for new equipment and nocfssnry per¬ 
manent Improvements, so that except In 
a few Instances stockholders have no 
reason to look forward for larger returns 
The Increased prosperity of tho railroads 
Is going very largely to labor, either in 
the form of wnges or In the expenditures 
for materials In which labor has already 
been the chief clement of cost. This Is 
particularly true in the Iron trade, which 
continues unchecked In Its phenomenal 
movement. In a few Iron and steel pro¬ 
ducts slight concessions In prices have 
been mnde, but In this there Is nothing 
serious, ns there Is still a large volume 
of business In sight at profitable figures 
Some very large orders r»r«- % lng plnced 
by railroad corporations for rolling stork 
which, together with Improvements al¬ 
ready under way In many of the large 
cities, will keen the Iron and kindred 
Industries busy for months to come. Gen¬ 
eral trade continues very satisfactory. 
Retail and wholesale merchants report 
a large volume of business, and the 
growth of the country in this respect Is 
emphasized by the many new business 
enterprises and the numerous expansions 
of well-established concerns which are 
seen In all parts of the country, especially 
In the Central West.

Other Favorable Factors. 

Clearing house returns continue to 
show gains of 50 per cent, over last year 
In New York the ratio of growth Is much 
larger, clearing house returns here hav¬ 
ing been running nearly double those of 
a year ago. This may he due In pan to 
targe financial and real esttte operations, 
but the fact that these gains extend to 
every Important city In the Union from 
the Atlantic const to the Pacific Is elo¬ 
quent and most convincing testimony «»f 
continued business expansion.

A fact worth noting Is the stock of unsold 
tobacco* on hand. The monthly report thawed (Year inoi 
only 992 hrvgnhoads of Burley, which Is slight 
ly more than at this time last y«ar, owing to 
the boom in Burley then on and tlie prttUcal 
exhaustion of eupplloa. bflT It U more than 
3.<X>0 hogshead* lees than the unsold stock of 
Burley In Ks«. ami the crop of 1WI-5 more 
nearly compares with that of 19<2-3 than that 
of 19C3-4. There Is a g od deal of Burley 
tobacco In tbo country which will come to 
market later an In redrlcd ordor, and thl* was 
not true last year. While stocks r-f Burley 
ore small, the Mock of unsold dark Is much 
larger than that of the correaf ondltig period 
last year, and Is also lorgnr than the unsi-td 
stock on tho Lt of Moy. 1903. The outbwk 
for the summer months would seem to favor 
a fair business In durk tobacco^ though not 
us much will corns to market this year aa 
was sold in 1904. Prior to this time the stock 
of Green river tobacco In tiHs market Is usual¬ 
ly ftvatly reduced, but the monthly report 
shows tl,7tn hogsheads on hand compare J with 
1.770 at this time last >«ar and only 10 in Iftk'i. 

Offeiinga for the Week were rather light, 
hut th* market showed good Mrenglh. New 
Burley of the common type was in better 
favor and commanded full prices. Irregular¬ 
ity was noted in colory strlpja-ra, but colory 
smokers were Arm, and other grades of blight 
tobacco* sold at the old prions. Thwre was no 
change noted in medium and gooi red leaf, 
but the finer grades were possibly a shade 
higher, and there was a better demand for 
tip* and common leaf. The new redited to- 
barcus which have come to market have gen- 
••rally shown good condition, though th* offer¬ 
ings contain only a small percentage of colory 
giades There was practically no change la 
the market fun old Burley and offering* were 
very light. 

•There was a noticeable Improvement In tbo 
quality of the new dark offered for sale, and 
a good demand for moot grades. Export type* 
offered lugs, the dlffermt grad- s c* rehandling 
leaf, unflred leaf, lugs and Gre.-n rivers we.re 
ail In excellent request, the three lunar type* 
selling at outside quotations. For the short 
gradta of fired bwf. when in poor condition, 
there was practically no demani. In (he air 
cured varltlcs the extra bright trushej wore 
rvndlly sold.

London Wool Sales. 


Whatever elso may Ik* said of Theodore H. 
Price, the cotton operator. It must be odmlt* 
t«-d that he Is a decidedly entertaining wnrltcr 
upon cotton, though his figures, theories and 
conclusions will at times not bear intelligent 
analysts Mr. Price Is now a bull on cot¬ 
ton. He tells why In the following letter; 

Increasing faith In the future of the market 
Is ovldent; print cloths are advancing and diffi¬ 
cult to secure for nearby delivery and that t*’« 
market Is working Into a prolonged period of 
satisfactory business $t remunerative prlcra for 
the manufacturer, and In the nut far distant 
future the level of prlcra Is likely to be ma¬ 
terially higher than at the moment. 

As a mater of fact, the prices now current 
for the trading clauses of munuCgcturvd oatton 
goods arv no lower than when Cotton was sell¬ 
ing at 1ft cents a pound. As the ultimate val¬ 
ue of cotton Is obviously dependent upon the 
price at which It can ho sold In thv form of 
manufactured goods, these condition# certainly 
Indicate but Uttle probability of any further 
decline. They seem, In fact, to justify the 
prediction that the normal Incrraac in the 
world's cotton consumption Is about to be re¬ 
sumed and that the expansion la to b* more 
pronounced because of the restraint put upon 
it during the lost five or six years through 
the Insufficiency of jfha American cotton pro¬ 
duction. 

Such statistics as 1 have been able to obtain 
of the world's progress in other Important de¬ 
partments of Indurtrlul and commercial activ¬ 
ity for the poet six years abundantly sustain 
this theory. 

From tho foregoing figures It appears that 
while the world’s coal and iron protection dur¬ 
ing the post six years has increased, respec¬ 
tively 4ft and 88 per cent., its gold production 
24 per cent, and the consumption of sugar per 
capita In the United States 23 per cent., the 
consumption of cotton throughout the world In 
thv anm* period has actually decrvAsod nearly 
7 per cent, ami thl* despite an inrrnuic In thn 
world's splndlea during the same period of 12% 
per cent 

If these spindles were as fully employed as 
they were during IfiftApn. which sa' the last 
year of abundant cotton supply, they would 
now consume nearly Ift.ftOO.Ouo bale* of cotton 
per annum A* there Is no reason why the 
world's con ru mp4 Ion of cotton should not ex¬ 
pand part t«L>su with that of the o'.hcr Im¬ 
portant staples of civilisation, and a» theft 
are many reasons why it should expand more 
rapidly there seems to be m> »*cai>* from the 
conclusion that given an abundant surply of 
cotton at prices profitable to the manufacturer, 
as present price* apparently ore. therv #h<.ul>i 
: • hi nston . u tb( effect up< 1 
market of another crop eve* as largo m that 
of the season now ending, while, on the other 
hand, any substantial diminution In the war d # 
supply mu.it Ik- viewed as suggestive of a 
I reliable calamity to a spinning trade n *w 
largely under contract on the basis of pres- 
•m prices until May, 1900. 

T-* those Interested In the h!at <r>* of the 
trade the present situation would appear lIoac- 
ly analogous to that of 1880-00, whr-n Robert 
Woolfonden. by many regarded os the most 
saga clous member of the trade now living. wa« 
the recognised leader of an advance In tho 
price of cotton from 10% cents, on December 
2H. 1880. to 12\ cents, on May 2s. !S(,ft Thl- 
advance was established In npltc of the fact 
that the crop of that sro«^>n was the largest 
on record up to that time, being 0.68^.91 U 
bales, and was by many considered os much 
in excess of the world's requirement# t * th* 
present production of about twice tlw quan¬ 
tity 

In the contrast which the figures afford Is 
to be found a very significant suggestion u* 
to the possibilities of the world's expanding 
cotton requirement* In fifteen y«ar# more, 
provided thv South doe* not artificially at¬ 
tempt to restrict th* production, we *thsll prob¬ 
ably be consuming 2ft.<HX'.000 bales a year ami 
face that supply without a qualm 

The stimulus glv*n to the world’s consump¬ 
tion by lft-cent cotton in the r>a:i>'n of ISSo 
90 was th© theory of Mr Woolfendcn's bull 
campaign and the bnstr of hi* *uce si. anil 
the burden ofuvallabte evidence at present is 
that seven cent cotton in Bs»6 Is likely to 
pruve a stimulus to trade os un-c**nt cotton

Finally, there l# to he considered the efT»*ct.

TRACK m INTACT. 


NO CAUSE DISCOVERED FOR 
LOUISVILLE AND NASH¬ 
VILLE WRECK. 


The Engine Was In Good Shape Un¬ 
til the Derailment 
of the Train. 


So far as the officials of the Louis¬ 
ville and Nashville railroad have been 
able to determine, the wreck which oc¬ 
curred Saturday afternoon at Sulphur, 
Ky.. on the Short Line division, was 
caused by the engine leaving the track. 
Although a thorough Investigation has 
not yet been made, the officers are sure 
this Is the only solution of the wreck, 
aa they have determined that the rails 
were all In place at the time the engine 
first left the track, and no broken ports 
of the engine, except those smashed In 
the turn-over, have been discovered. 
Although the rails and track were torn 
up for nearly 100 yards, the ‘marks 
made by the wheels of the engine at 
the first place It left the track are 
plainly discernible and the rails at that 
point are still intact. 

The funeral services of J. George 
Buxe. the engineer, who was killed In 
the derailment, will take place at ft 
o'clock this morning from St. Martin’s 
church. A delegation from the Broth¬ 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers will 
attend the services and six members 
will act as pall-bearers. The burial 
will be In St. Louis cemetery. 

The track at the scene of the wreck 
has been repaired and trains passed 
over It at 3 o’clock yesterday morning. 
No effort will be made to remove the 
overturned engine and cars for several 
days. It will be necessary to construct 
a temporary switch from the main line 
to the engine, which Is now lying thirty 
feet from the track. In order to place 
it In position again. 

All of the injured persons will recov¬ 
er. and Miss Mabel Clark, of Bords- 
town. and Marshall Bonte. of La¬ 
grange, who were the most seriously 
injured, will be able to leave their beds 
Within a week. Miss Clark Is still In 
St. Joseph's Infirmary. J. S. Wilson, 
of Bardstown. to whom she is to be 
married, arrived In Louisville yester¬ 
day. 

NEGRO KILLS NEGRO 
IN QUARREL OVER QUARTER. 


Noah Woods Shoots John Tate After 
a Crap Game. 


Following a quarrel over the owner¬ 
ship of a quarter, Noah Woods, colored. 
Shot and Instantly killed John Tate, 
also colored, while standing at Ninth 
and Madison streets at 9 o'clock yes¬ 
terday morning. Tate was struck In 
the right temple by the bullet, which 
passed entirely through his head. An 
ambulance was oalled from the City 
Hospital to attend hJm after the shoot¬ 
ing. but death took place at once. 
Woods surrendered to the officers twen¬ 
ty minutes after the shooting, claim¬ 
ing that he had shot In self-defense. 

According to the story of Woods and 
a number of his friends, the negroes 
had been shooting craps In a saloon at 
Ninth and Madison streets, when an 
argument arose over the ownership of 
a quarter, which Tate claimed Woods 
had taken from him an a "lost" bet. 
Woods objected to being called vile 
names by Tate and demanded that he 
leave him alone. 

Later the negroes walked into the 
•treet and continued their quarrel, nnd 
Woods claims Tate reached to hls hip 
pocket as if to draw* a pistol. Woods 
Immediately fired, the first shot tak¬ 
ing fatal effect. Both negroes have 
been arrested on numerous petty 
charges.

Splendid Financial Support. 


The report on the financial condition 
of the Southern Baptist Seminary will 
be the best ever maxle, showing that the 
institution has received more money 
during the past year than ever before 
In the history of the school. The re¬ 
port will be read by the Rev. Dr. E. Y. 
Mullins, the president and financial 
agent, at an important meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the seminary, 
w hich will be held Thursday In Kansas 
City. The report of the work done by 
the faculty will also be made at that 
time, and much business of Importance 
connected with the seminary will be 
considered. 

An Important subject will be the 
question of making provision for a 
home for young women who may be 
attending the lectures In the seminary. 
The trustees will be asked to allow a 
certain sum for a building to be a 
home for the women students. It will 
be built In Louisville, somewhere near 
the seminary. If the board allows the 
funds asked for, as Is thought prob- 
able. The Baptist women of Louisville 
have been supporting a home for these 
girls during the past year, but the 
authorities of the seminary think it 
proper to have a girls’ dormitory sim¬ 
ilar to that used by the men. 

The educational meeting on Thursday 
will also be an Important one. and 
addresses will be delivered by several 
Louisville ministers. Dr. Mullins, rep¬ 
resenting the seminary, will apeak, as 
will also Dr. Eaton, while the Rev. Dr.

FOR ELECTRIC LINE TO CONNECT 
SHELBYVILLE AND MILTON. 


Will Run Through a Country Now 
Without Railroad Fa¬ 
cilities. 


Charles W. Kelly, a Jeffersonville 
civil engineer, will It'ave this morning 
for Eminence, Ky„ to begin a prelim¬ 
inary survey for an electric Une that is 
to be built at once by trb? Shelbyvllle 
and Ohio Klver Traction Company and 
the purveyors will work night and day 
to get a profile ready by June J. The 
proposed line Is about fifty-seven miles 
In length and Is to run from Shelbyvllle 
to Carrollton and through Eminence, 
New Castle, Campbellaburg and Milton. 
Eastern capital has been Interested and 
funds are now In sight for building and 
equipping the road. 

The original promoter Is T. H. Leber, 
of Eminence, w ho has interested George 
W. Young. Mayor of the same place; 
W. O. Jackson, Dr. J. W. McGinnis Dr. 
W. L. Ntst tails, of New Castle and 
others. Several prominent businesu 
men of Madison. lnd., are also kleri'ti- 
fied with the undertaking, a meeting 
having been held there a few nights 
ago. that city being opposite Milton. 
Between Sihelbyvllle a.nd Eminence a 
route that. was surveyed and partly 
graded for a steam road will be used 
and arrangements have Already been 
made for using a loll bridge across the 
Kentucky river at Carrollton. From 
Milton to Carrollton the rosd will run 
along tho bonk of the Ohio rlVer on 
top of the second bench. The surveyors 
will make their headquarters at New¬ 
castle.

LOUISVILLE^ INCREASE IN 
BUILDING IS 105 PER CENT. 


Next Largest Increase Is Shown By 
Chicago, Which Gained 70 
Per Cent. 


In the Increase in building operations 
for the month of April Louisville leads 
all other cities In the country by a 
large percentage. The percentage of 
increase was 105. 

The month’s operations have been 
compiled by Construction News, which 
snys: 

official reports from twenty of the 
principal cities for April show that 
permits were taken out for the con¬ 
struction of 9.160 buildings, involving 
$40.91*3.588, against 8.577 buildings In¬ 
volving an aggregate cost of $32,443,038 
for the corresponding month a year 
ago. an increase of 583 buildings and 
$8,550,820. or 27 per cent. To those w'ho 
are familiar with building operations 
this increase Is In no sense a surprise, 
for the reason that It has been fore¬ 
shadowed by favorable Indications for 
a long time. It Is simply maintaining 
the prosperous aspect of the situation 
that set In many monthB ago. From a 
glance at the figures one Is Impressed 
with the fact that operations ore on a 
pretty even basis, for the reason that, 
comparatively speaking, there are no 
phenomenal increases or no startling 
decreases.

Of the twenty cities, fifteen show In¬ 
creases varying from 1 to 105 per cent., 
while the losses In five cities run from 
1 to 33 per cent. Much building ts under 
way In Louisville, where the aggregate 
for the month was $517,868. against 
$253,18$ for the same month a year ago, 
a gain of 106 per cent. Minneapolis 
also makes n good showing, where per¬ 
mits were taken out for buildings In¬ 
volving ;i total expenditure of $1,572,625, 
against $Sftfc.0C£. an Increase o>f 75 per 
cent, over tho corresponding period a 
year ^«o. Chicago Is establishing a 
record-broking pace, the figures being 
$7,298,300 ogulnst $4,2S7.250 for the cor¬ 
responding month a year ago, an In- 
cre:u»e of 70 per cent. New' York does 
not do quite so well, the Increase In 
that city being only 34 per cent., while 
Brooklyn, which has attained a re¬ 
markable place from the standpoint of 
activity heretofore, shows a loss of 1 
per cent. The losses otherwise were 
confined to Allegheny, 33 per cent.; 
Milwaukee, 27; Buffalo, 16, and Phila¬ 
delphia. 5. 

It Is believed that the uotivlty will
